defe- as I had none other retmedie, but to haue recourſe 
ynto the originall hiſtories, (which as it appeereth are 
very many, and many of them exceedin g rare and hard 
to come by) out of which the authour himſcife drewthe 
greateſt part of this diſcourſe, And in very deede it colt 
me more trauaile to ſearch out the grounds thereof f, and 
to annexe the marginall quotations vnto the worke, then 
the tranſlation of many ſuch bookes would haue put me 
vnto, Of which quotations there is yet a farther vic; to 
wit, that ſuch as haue leaſure ſufficient, and are deſirous to 
reade theſe things more at large, (for breuitic oftentimes 
breedeth obſcuritie ) may fully ſatisfie their deſires by ha- 
uing recourſe by the helpe therof to the pure fountaines, 
out of which thoſe waters which are drawne ate n 
moſt part moſt ſweete and holſome.

Ws * lett vnto me in his teſtament among 
A Ve his papers this booke, Andbecauſe 
SN ain ccrtaine hc ordained it to bee 
& preſented vnto your Grace, I haue 
thought good herein tofulfill his wil 
| 2 &tcltament, though in other things 
I haye done nothing, the fault remaining not in me. And 
by all reaſon this treatic ought to be ſer focrth by a Por- 
tug, ill, ſeeing it intreateth of the variable waies from 
whence the pepper and ſpices caine in times palt into 
our partes, and alſo of all the nauigations and diſcoueries 
in the old time: In both of which things the Portugals 
haue moſt trauailed. In this treatie and in nine or ten 
bookes of things touching Maluco and India ( wiiich the 
Cardinall willed me to giue to Damian de . laying 
that he ſhould content me, for otherwiſe I could not de- 
liver them ) this true Portugall occupied himſelfe againſt 
the vnfortunate and ſorrowiull runes which he had been 
in (which were ail ended before all our daies and times: 
{21 * 1 en ne rec cined the captainſhip and fortreſſes of _— 
Miluco, all the kingsand g gouernours of all the Ilands Aue. 
abo tbeing agreed to make war againſt the Portugals, 
null ſucli tin e as they might crive them all out ot the 
counticy, he fought againit chem allwith onely 139 Por- 
tugals, wiien they wer all together, and ſtrong in I ore; 
an he geue them the ouerthrow Ea killed their ki g,and 


One 7 ernte, tue priacipal author of that war, au he toołe 
B trom 


from them their fortreſſe: ſo vpon this victorie they ſub- 
mitted themſclues,and came vnder the obeiſance and er: 
uiceot ourking of Portugall. Herein two things happe- 
ned of great adiniration :. The firſt, that all the kings and 
gouernours of Maluco agreed togither againſt vs, atlung 
that neuer fell out, nor yet credible to be like to happen: 
een for they are euer at variance among themſelues: The ſe- 
lug of Ma. Cond, that the captaine of Maluco with onely his ordina- 
[uco, rie ſoldiers ſhould haue the victorie againſt ſo many be- 
ing all together. For ſometimes it happeneth that ſome 

of the captaines of Maluco with many extraordinarie 

ſoldiers be ſides their ordinarie, yea and with the aide of 

al che Kings and Lords of Maluco in their fauour and aide 

went againſt one King onely of them, and came backe 

againe with loſſe. So there may be reckoned three notable 

things done in India, I ſay of qualitie: (but of more quan- 

1. titie and importance there haue been others:) which were 

2, the taking of Muar by Emmanuel Falcon, and the winning 

3. of Bitam by Peter Aaſcarenas, and this, whereof we pre- 

ſently treate. For all cheſe three deedes ſeemed to be im- 

poſſible to be atchieued, conſidering the ſmall quantitie 

of ſoldiers which the captaines had in giuing the enter- 

priſe againſt ſo many; with the order and maner by them 

ordained how and which waies to obtaine their purpoſe 

as well by their enimies as by themſelues. And they could 

not be atchieued otherwiſè but by vſing a meane and or- 

der not thought of at the firſt by the Portugals, nor yet 

euer ſuſpected by theit enimies. And, beſides this, his ta- 

ther and fower of his brethren were all ſlaine inthe kings 

ſeruice: And he now being the laſt of his linage, caried 

with him into Maluco woorth ten thouſand cruſadoes, 

which he ſpent not in idlenes, nor yet in play, but onely in 

bringing of many kings and innumerable townes vnto 

ur holy faith, and in the preſe:uing of Maluco, employ- 


ing all his power and ſicengea that all the cloues ang 
come 


Warianie vu- 


come vnto the hands of the kings highnes : which with 

Maluco yeelded vnto him euery yecre fiue hundred thou- 

ſand cruſadoes; being all to his great preiudice, let, and 
hinderanoe. For if he had gathered cloues forhimlelte, 

as the captaines of Maluco haue done and doe, then he 

had come home very rich. But vhen he came home into 
Portugall in great hope ( ſuch is the ſimplicitie of the 

belt natures) to be rewarded for his good ſeruice, and to Gira 
be more fauoured and honored, then if he had broughit . mkng 
home with him an hundred thouſand cruſadoes, he was 
greatly deceiued. For he found neither fauour, nor yet ho- 

nur, but onely among the poore and miſerable, to wit, in 

an hoſpitall : where he was kept ſeuenteene yeeres vntill 

the hower of his death ; and there he had allowed vnto 

him his winding ſheete to burie him in: and the brother- 

hood of the Couent prepared for his buriall as for a 

poore courtier caſt off by all men, leauing himſelfe indeb- 

ted in to thouſand cruſadoes, whereof part came out of 


India, and part thereof many of his friends had lent him 
to maintaine him in the hoſpitall: for in all theſe ſeuen- 
teene yeeres he had not of his ge gr for to helpe him- 


ſelfe with ſo much as one riall of plate, nor yet L of the 
bookes which I deliuered receiued any thing to diſcharge 
his will with. Yet for all this, euen as vpon the proſperirie 
of his victories he neuer made any boalt ſo likewiſe in his 
aducrſtties his great ſtomacke did nothing abate his hart. 
As there are good proves that with ſo many and ſo con- 
tinuall diſgracesas he ſuffered, he neuet vnto the hower 
of his death left off to raiſe and to augment the yecrely 
rent vnto a Counto:which ſome made ſtrange and would Accunte is 
not giue care vnto: So that euen as he was extreme pain- [1 
full in tlie performance of his ſeruice, lo he was tlie like 
in the things ſounding vnto the perfecting of the ſame, 
which was the cauſe that he was brought vnto the ſtate 


that he died in. For he could not ſee the qualitic of the 
7 B 2 ume, 


time, but onely thoſe of his great ſeruice by reaſon of the 
great charges thar it ſtood him in, And his ſaying was, 
That he was borne, not for to ſay that his conſtellation 
was in the wars victorious, but in the ouercomming of 
kings by the arte of w xfare, readines in reſolung 5 pr 1 
dence in conſeruing, and great!. altic and patience with 
many lervices vnto his king and maſter, In which of all 
theſe he had moſt contentation it cannot eaſi. y be deter- 
mined. VVheretore your noble Grace may lee, that this 
treatie and the others were made with ſiglies ah aft|:Cti- 
ons which his inferiour will might haue raiſed vp in him 
againſt his ſuperiour reaſon. Neither was he will. ng to 
rake for his remedie that which that great Turke Zelun 
ſonne to the great AMAahumet did, (for he tooke Conſtan- 
tinople and died in Rome) who vſed to make himſelfe 
drunke, becauſe he would not remeinber the great eſtate 
which he loſt: nor yet woulde he giue care vnto thoſe 
things which many of his friends would tell him,wiſhi ing 
he would ſettle his mind out of the kingdome : (for other- 
wiſe he ſhould neuer be able to liue: ) whereunto he an- 
ſwered, that in this point f he would rather be compared 
or rather The- vnto the great Timocles the Athenian, then to be like the 
via excellent Romane Coriol nu. W hich ĩs a goodly exam- 
ple ofa true and faithfull Portugall. (Though it were not 
ſo as I doe ſay, yet I doe heare, t chat the hoſpitals be full of 
the moſt faithful ſubiects to their prince and countrey.) 
Wherefore by all reaſon this treatie oughtto be of your 
Grace fauoured, ſetti ing apart all ouerſights, if there be 
any, in tlus worde 0¹ the author: being not able to 
attaine vnto the vnderſtanding of the con- 
trary. God proſper your Grace with

diſcoueries, which haue bene 


their iuſt times and ſituations ; 
they ſamed to be two things of 
ſo great difficultie, that being 
cofuird in the authoꝛs of them, 
J deter mined once to deſiſt fra 
iny ſuch purpoſe. Foꝛ touching 
Athe courſe of time the Hebren £5 
declare, that from the beginning ol the wozld to the lod were 
1656. eres, The Seuentie Znterpzeters make mention of 
2242. And S. Auguſtine reckoneth 2262, inthc ſituations © 2 
like wiſe there be many differences. Foz there neuer ſailed . 
together in one flate at fea from ten pilots to the nun ber of 
100, but that ſome of them found themſelues vy rechont.g 
in one longitude and other come in another. But conſidering 
belter with my ſelfe, that the difficulties are oyenco and the 
differences amended by others of moꝛe exact rudgem ent a. d 
onderſtanding therein, J purpoſed notwithſtanding to p. o⸗ 
teede in this woꝛke of Diſcoucries. 
Some there be that ſay, that the world hath fully bare 


diſcovered ; and they alleage this teaſon, that as it hat ol or d 
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peopled and inhabited, ſo it might be frequented, and nav: 
gable, and the rather fo that the men in that age were of a 
longer lite, and oflawes and langnages almoſt one, 

There be others of a contrarie opinion to this, holding 
that all the earth could not be knowne, noz the people con- 
uerlant one with another. Foz though it had berne ſo once, 
pet the lame would haue bene loſt againe by the malice of 
men, and the want of iuſtice among the inhabitants of the 
earth. But bicauſe the beſt and moſt famous diſcoueries were 
made by ſea, and that pꝛincipally in our times, J deũre to 
_— who were the tuit Ditcoucrers ſiuce tlie time of the 

ood. 

Some atfirme that they were the Oreekes others ſay, the 
Phzmcans,others alſo the Egpptians. Che people of India 
agre not hereunto; affirming that they were the firſt that 
ſaued by ſea: namely the Tabcacos, which now we call the 
Cimnots, And thep alleage foz the pꝛole of this, that they be 
p Loꝛds of the Ind1acs euen vnto the Cape of Bona Spcranga, 
I the illand of S. Laurence, which is inhabited by thein and al 
along the ſeaʒ as alſo the lauacs, [unores,Celebes, Macalares, 
Malucos, Borneos, Mindanaos, Lugones, Lequeos, Iapones, 
and other Jſlands being manp in number, and the firme 
lands of Cauchin-China, Laos, Bramas, Pegu,Arracones, till 
you come vnto Bengala: And beſides this, Ne Spaine, Peru, 
Braſill, the Autiles, with the reſt adioining vnto them, as ap⸗ 
pereth by the faſhions and maners of the men and women, 
and by their pꝛopoꝛtions, hauing ſmall eies flat noſes, with 
other pꝛopoꝛtions to be ſ&ne. And to this day many of thele 
Flands and countreies are called by the names of B ::och10a, 
Bocho-China, which is as much to ſay, as the countreies of 
China. Further it appeæreth by biſtoz1es, that the arke of Noe 
reſted vpon the noꝛth parts of the mountaines of Armenia, 
which ſtands in 40. degrees and vpwards: and that umme⸗ 
diately thereupon Scythia was firſt peopled, foz that it is an 
high land, and appeared firſt after the lod. And ſeing the p20? 
uince and countrey of the Tabencos is one of the chiefell of 
all Jartarie, as they repoꝛt, it is to be thought that they were 
of the molt ancient inhabitants, and men of the moſt ancient 


eveece the Tie- nauigations, the ſeas being as calme as the riuers be in thoſe

parts lying betwene the Tropicks , where the — 
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of the World. 2 
nights do not much differ, as well in the howers, as in p tem- 
perature: where there blow no outragious windes, to cauſe 
the waters to riſe oꝛ to be troubled. A d by late experience it 
is ſound, that the ſmall barks wherein they ſaile haue onelp 
a great high bough in the middeſt of the barke, ſtanding in AN 
fad both of maſt and laile, and the maſter holdeth onely an . 
dare in his hand to ſtirre withall: and ſo they ſaile ſwiftly 
along the coaſt 3 and the reſt of the paſſengers fit onely vpon 
certatne poles, which are faſtened in the barke, which they 
call Catamarones,and ſo they paſſe without rowing, * —- 

It is further ſaid, that the people of Chma were ſomtimes 
Lozds of the moſt part of Scythua, and ſailed oꝛdinarily along 
that coaſt, which ſameth to reach vnto 70, degrees toward 
the noꝛth. Cornelius Nepos is the authoz of this; who partt- Popo Mela 
calarly affirmeth, that in the time that Mcrcilus the fellowe _ SM 
Conſul of Atranius, was Pzoconſul in France, the king of = 
Sueuta ſent vnto him certaine Indians, which came thither 
in a ſhip from this countrep , comming by the north and by 
he flats of Germanie. And it ts pꝛobable that they were peo- 
ple of China, foz that they from 20, 3 o. and 40. degrees vp⸗ 
wards haue ſtrong ſhips and clynchers, that can well b;zoke 
the ſeas, and indure the cold and intemperature of ſuch noz- 
therly regions. As foz Cambaia there ts ſhipping alſo in if, 
and the people by repozt haue vſed the ſeas many yeres : 
but it ſeemeth not that they were any of them which came 
mto France : foꝛ that they trafficke onely to Cairo, and are 
men tn deed of littte trafficke and leſſe clothing. 

As fo2 thoſe which eſcaped the deſtruction of the flood, fhey 17h non. 
were therewith ſo amazed, that they durſt not deſcend inte 
the plaines and lowe tountreies, but kept the hils. And we 
ſeade of Nimrode, who 130. peeres after the flod built the 
Tower of Babell, intending thereby to ſaue himſelle, if there 
ſhould come any moze ſuch flods. 

Therefoꝛe it ſemeth, that they which firſt came to be ſai⸗ 
lers were thoſe which dweil in the eaſt in the pꝛouince of 
CHa: although others contrariwiſe hold them which dipe!l 
inthe weſt as in Syria, to haue vſcd the trade of the ſea ſoneſt 
alter the flod. But this contention about the antiquitie of 
nautgatton J leauc tothe Scythians and Cayptians, WHO . , . 


were at great variance and ditference iu this matter: fo; e w_

j being credible by the ancient hiſtoꝛie, pzoueth manifeſtly 
ö that in thole parts, in thoſc times were many ſhips, and the 
3 ſeas frequented in god numbers. 
In the 65 o. re after the flwd there was a king in Spaine 
Berofes. named Helpcrus, who in his time as it is repoꝛted went and 
| diſcouered as far as Cape Verde, 4 the Alland of S. Thomas, 1 
3 « whercof he was pꝛinte And Gonlaluo Fernanves of Ouicdo Þ$ 
415»; the Chꝛonicler of Antiquities affirmeth, that in his timethe 
| G-neralis it. Illands of the Veit Indies were diſcouered,and called ſome | 
2 wat after his name Heliperi4cs : and he alleageth many 
Pl nice ile reaſons to pꝛoue it, repoꝛting particularly that in 40. dates 
In they ſailed icom Cape Werde vnto thoſe Allands. ä 
There are others that ſay that the like was done from this 
Cape vato the Iſlands of S. Thomas, aud the Ille De Pan- 
cipe, and that thep be the Heſperides, and not the Andiles : 
The ancient And they doe not differ far from reaſon : ſecuig in thale tines 
e And many percs alter they did vſe to ſaile onely along the 
4 f tbaſt, not paſſing thꝛough the maiue Ocean ſea: ĩoꝛ they had 
neither altitude noz compalle then in vſe, noꝛ any marimecs 
ſo expert. | 
It cannot be denied, but that there were many countries, 
Illands, Capes Jlihmos and points wich now are grown 
Iced of ue Out of knowledge; becauſe the names of them are tound in 
brenn hilkozies, ut the age of the woꝛld and fo2:c of waters haut 
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41:-+c4 7:24. Walked and conſumed them, and ſeparated oue countre? from 
-. of wwue another, both in Evcopcy Ali, Al, New SAP cru, and 
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other places. 
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Plato ſaith in his dialogue of Timzus, that there were in n Times. 
ancient times in the Dcean ſea Atlanticke certaine great 
s and countries named Atlantides greater then Afrike 
and Europe: and that the kings of thoſe parts were Loꝛds of 
a great part of this our countrey: but with certaine great JR 
tempeſts the ſea did ouerflow it, and it remained as mud and 
ſhingle; ſo that in a long time after no ſhips could paſſe that 
way. 

It is alſo recoꝛded in hiſtoꝛies, that faſt by the Aland of . 
Cad:z towards the Straights of Gibraltar there was acer⸗- 
taine Aland which was called Aphrodiſias, well inhabited 
and planted with many gardens and ozchards, and pet at 
this day we haue no knowledge of this Aphrodiſias, but only 
a bare mention of it in ancient authozs. The ſaid Alland of 
Cadiz is further ſaw to haue been ſo large and big, that it did 
ioine with the frme land of Spaine. 

The Jflands of the Agorcs were ſometimes a point of the . , 
mountaines of Eſtrella, which ioine vnto the ſea ouer then. t 
towne of Syntra: And alſo from Sierra Verde oz the greene *<&=< 24 
mountaine, which adioineth vnto the water hard by the citie 
of Safin in the land of Cucu (which is the (elfe ſame Alland of 
Mouchin, where Algarbe is) come the Jflands of Porto San- 
to and Madera. 

Foz it is held as a true and vndoubted veritie, that all 1 Ila have 
Illands haue their rots running from the firme land, though os Gam 1 
they be neuer ſo farre from the continent: foꝛ otherwiſe they . 
tould not ſtand firme. | 

There are other hiſtoꝛies which ſay, that from Spaine vis Ff | 
to Ceuta in Barbarie men ſometimes trauailed on fote vpon l:b.1.pag.2% 
dꝛie land, and that the 3ſlands of Sardinia and Corſica did 
loine the one with the other, as alſo did Sicilia with Italic, 
and Ne groponto with Græcia. | 5 

Ne reade alſo that there were found hullcs of ſhips, ane 
kers of iron, and other memo2tals of ſhipping vpon the mr cine: Ace 
mountaines of Suſſa farre within the land: where as it 
læmeth now no ſalt water o2 ſea euer came. 

In ladia alſo, and in the land of Malabar, although now 

there be great ſtoꝛe of people, yet many waiters afficme that 
it was once a maine ſea vnto the fte ot ie mountaines; and 
that the Cape of Comarim, and the _ of Zeilau were all 


one 
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one thing: As alſo that the Alland of Samatra did toine with 
the land of Malacca by the flats of Caypafſia3 and not fart 
frõ thence there ſtands now a little 3zand, which few pteres 
paſt was part ofthe firme land that is ouer againſt it. 
Further mo e it is to be ſeene, how Ptclemey in his tables 
dot ſet the land of Malacca to the ſouth of the line in thꝛa oꝛ 
fower degrees of latitude, whereas now it 1s at the point 
thercof, being called lentana, in one degree on the no2th five, 
as appœreth in the Straight of Cincapura, where daily thep 
doe paſſe thꝛough vnto the co:ft of Sian and Cinna, where the 
Illand of Ay uan ſtandeth, which alſo they ſay did ioine hard 
to the land of China: and Pcolemey plateth it on the nozth 
ſide far from the line, ſtanding now aboue 20.degres from it 
towards the noꝛth, as Aſia and Europe now ſtand, 
Well it may be that in time paſt the land of Malacca and 
China did end beyond the line on the ſouth ſide, as Prolemey 
doth ſet them foꝛth: becauſe it might ioine with the point of 
the land called lentana, with the Illands of Bintan, Banca, & 
Salitres being many that waies,+the land might be all ime 
x 0aze 3 And lo pᷣ point of Cluna, might ioine with the 3ſlands 
of the Lugoncs, Borneos,Lequeos, Minvanaos,tothers which 
ſtand in this parallele:ttey alſo as yet hauing in opinion that 
the Illand of Samatra did ioine with laua by the chan ell of 
che Ie of Sunda, and the Jſlands of Bali, Aujaue, cam baua, Solor, Ho- 
8 gale ao, Maulua, Vintara, Roſalaguin, and others that be in 
—— this parallele and altitude did all ioine with laua; and fo they 
bet ſteme outwardly to thole that deſcrie them. Foz at this day 
the Allands ſtand ſo neere the one to the other, that they ſerme 
all but one firme land; and whoſocuer paſſeth betweene ſome 
of them may touch with their hand the boughs of the tres on 
the one and on the other fide alſo. And to come nerrer to the 
matter, it is not long ſince, that in the eaſt the Jlands of Ban- 
da were diuers of them oucrflowen and dzowned by the ſea: 
So core miles And ſo likewiſe in China about nine ſcoze miles of firme 
ac doe ground is now becomealake,as it is repozted. Which is nat 
„C to be thought maruellous; conſidering that which Ptoleme y 
and others haue wꝛitten in ſuch tales; which here J omit, to 
returne to my purpoſe. BY 
After the lud 800, peeres we reade that the citie of Troy 
was builded by the Dardans 3 and that befoze that _— 
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bzought out of fhe Indies into Europe by the Red ſea, ſpices, ies g afar 
ugs, and many other kindes of marchandiſes, which were —.— 
there moze abundant, then now they be. Mhereunto if credit / eRcA e 
map be giuen, me may conceaue that the ſea was of old haun; 
ted and frequented, ſeeing that then they ol the Eaft had ſo 
much and ſo great trafficke with them of the Weſt, that they 
b;zought their marchandiſe vnto an hauen which was named 
Arl1aoc,being that which at this day is called Suez, ſtanding —— 
in 30. degres on the noꝛth part of the Arabian Gulfe, 114 
is alſo by authozs farther wzitten, that from this hauen of 
Arſinoe oz Suez, theſe marchandiſes were carried by Cara- Plus lbs, 
uans 02 great companies of carriers vpon camels, aſſes, and 
mules,vnto the Leuant ſea vnto a city called Caflou,ſtanding 
on the coaſt in 3 2. degrees of latitude, peelding vnto euery 
degree 17. leagues and an halfe, as the maner is. And there 
are by account from the one ſea to the other 3 5.leagues, oz 
105, miles. Theſe carriers, by reaſon of the heate of the coun⸗ | 
trey, trauailed in the night onely, directing themſelues by s 
ſtars and by marksof poſtes and cancs, which they vſed to 
ſticke in the ground as they went But after tha(,becauſe this 
courſe and iourney had many inconueniences, they changed 
= altered the ſame twiſe, to finde out the moſt commodious 

ap. 
900.,yeres oz there about after the flod, and befoze the 5-0. yeeres after 
detruction of Troy, there was a king in Egypt called Scio- 5 „, 
ris, who perteiuing that the fozmer courſes and paſſages fo: 
the carrying of marchandiſes by men a beaſts, were chargea⸗ 
ble to the one t moſt painfull to the other, pꝛouided to haue a 
way oꝛ ſtreame cut out of the land from the Red ſea vnto an 
arme ofthe riuer Nilus which rüneth vnto the Cicie Heroum; 
that by the meanes thereof ſhips might paſle and repaſſe . 1,6, 
with their marchandiſes from India into Europe, and not 
be diſcharged till they came into Italie. Go that this Se ſoſtris 
was the firſt king, which built great caracks to trauaile this 
way. But this enterpꝛiſe fo2 all that toe little eflen. Fo2 it 
it had, Africa had then been made as an land all compaſſed 
with water, being no moze ground betwerne lea and ſea, then 
the ſpace ol 20. leagues 02 GO. miles. | 
About this time the Græcians gathered together an army — 
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Alle of Creta, others from Græcia. But whence ſoeuer they 
departed, they ſailed thꝛough the Proponticke ſea, and Saint 
Georges Slæue vnto the Eux ine ſea, where ſome periſhed, 
and lalon thereupon returned backe into Greece. Alceus re- 
pozted that he was dꝛiuen with a tempeſt to the lake Mo- 
tis, where he was foꝛſaken of al his tompanp, and they which 
eſcaped with great trauaile, paſſed thꝛough by land vnto the 
Ocean fea of Almaine, where they toke ſhipping, paſſing the 
coaſts of Saxonie, Friſland, Holland, Flanders, France, Spaine, 
Italie, and ſo returned vnto Peloponeſus and Greece, diſcoue- 
ring the moſt part of the coaſt of Europe. 

Strabo, alle aging Ariſtonicus the Grammarian, ſheweth 
that after the deſtruction of Troy Menelaus the king tame out 
ofthe ſtraights of the Leuant ſeas into the ſea Atlanticke and 
coaſted Atrica and Guinea, and doubled the Cape of Bona 
Speranca, and ſo in time arriued in India. Df which voyage 
of his there may bemany moze particulars gathered out of 
the hiſtoꝛies. This Mediterrane ſea was alſo ſometimes cal- 
led The Adriaticke, The Ægæan, and the Herculean ſea, with 
other names, acco2ding to the lands, coaſts 4 Jflands which 
it paſſeth by, running into the great ſea Atlaaticke, along the 
coaſt of Africa. | 

In the yere 1 300, after the flod Solomon cauſed à nauie 
to be pꝛepared on the Red ſea, at an hauen talled Ezcon Ge- 
ber, to ſaile to the Eaſt Iadia, where by opinion ſtande the 
Illands called Tharſis and Ophir. This nauie was the 
pteres on this voyage, and then returned, and bꝛought with 
them gold, filner, cypꝛes, ct. Mhereby it ſemeth that thols 
places, and Jllands were thoſe, which now be called the Lu- 
cones, Lequeos, and Chinaes, Foz we know few other parts 
from whence ſome of thoſe things are bzought, oꝛ wherein 
nauigation was lo long ſince vie. 

It isleft vs allo in hiſtoꝛies, that a king of Egypt called 
Neco, deſiring greatly to ioyne the Red ſea with the river 
Nilus, commanded the Phornicians to ſaile from the ſtraight 
of Mecca to the farther end or the Mediterrane ſea, to ſe if if 
did make any turne backe againe vato Egypt. Which com- 
mandement they obeied, ſailing towards theſouthall along 
the coaſt and countrey of Mclinde, Quiloa, Sofala, OE 
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tame to the Cape ol Bona Eſperanęa, finding the ſea continu- 
ally on the left hand: But when they had doubled the Cape, 
and found the coaſt continually on the right hand, they mar⸗ 
nailed much at it. Notwithſtanding they continued their 
conrſe fozward toward the noꝛth al along the coaſt of Geiney 
and the Mediterrane ſea, till thep came backe againe into 
Egypt, whence they firſt went out. In which diſcouerie they 
remained two pteres. And theſe are thought to be the firſk, 
that compaſled by ſea all the coaſt of Afrike, and ſailed round 
aboutit. | | 
In the yeere 590. befoze the incarnation of Chzilt there G be 
went ont of Spaine a flete of Carthaginian marchants vpon :: aur.s, 
their owne pꝛoper coſts and charges, which ſailed toward 
the weft though the high ſeas fo ſe if they could finde any 
land : and they ſailed ſo farre, that they found at laſt the 
Illands, which we now call the Antiles and Noua Spagna: 
which Gonzalo Fernandes de Quiedo faith were then diſco- 7 — 
uered, although Chriſtopher Columbus afterwards by his — 8 
trauaile got moꝛe exact knowledge of them, and hathleft vs no ee. 
an emdent notice where they be. But all theſe hiſtozians, 
which wꝛote of theſe Antiles befoze, as of doubtfull and vn- 
tertaine things, and of places vndiſcouered, doe now plainly 
tonfeſle the ſame to be the countrey of Noua Spagna. 
Jn the peere 5 20. beſoze the incarnation, and after the ſet⸗ ade 
ting ont of the afozeſaid army,Cambyſcs king of Perſia toke © 
F 2ypr, after whom ſucceeded Darius the ſonne of Hiſtaſpis, 
and he determined fo make an end of the enterpꝛiſe which 
king Seſoſtris had begun, if they had not told him that the Red 
ſea was higher then the land of Egypt, and that by meanes 
ofthe ſalt ſea comming into the river Nilus, all the p:ouince 
wculd haue been loſt and vadone fo2 hunger and thirſt. Foz 
the freſh water of the river N:Jus doth ouerflowe the whole 
countrey, and the inhabitants haue no other water then that 
fo2 their dꝛinke: whereupon he left his firſt purpoſe of pꝛo⸗ 
ſecuting that enterpꝛiſe. 
Now by the way J ſhall not ſwarue much from my mat 4 47:9» 
ter, if J ſpeake a woꝛd oꝛ two of ſome things incident fs this 
diſcourſe. The Egyptians ſay that they had in heir countreß : 
certaine vermine like vnto rats, whereof many be halfe like ee 


earth and the other halle like a vermine. One kinde of — 3 
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kepe the water, and another kinde the land. Foz my part 3 
thinke that theſe be they, which bzeake the ſerpents egges 
whereof there are many in the riuer Nilus, which alſo be cal 
led Crocodiles : which in times paſt by repozt were ſe in- 
chanted, that thereby they could not hurt any perſon. But 
when they were deliuered from their inchantment made by 
the Egy ptians arte, and letters, then they endenoured to kill 
people, wilde beaſts and cattell,doing very much harme, ſpe: 
cially thoſe which liue in the water, which oftentimes come 
fo the land, and liuing altogether on land become very ſtrong 
poiſon. The people beyond the citie of Cairo vſe to filh fo; 
them and eate them, and they take their heads, and ſet them 
bpon the walles of their citie. 

Df thele Crocodiles it is wzitten,that they lay themſelues 
along by the riuer with their monthes open, and that there 
come vnto them certaine white birds, litle bigger then thꝛul⸗ 
thes, which lie into the mouth of the Crocodile, and picke out 
the filthines which is betwerne his teth, and in his iawes, 
wherewith he is greatly pleaſed; but foz all that the Croco- 
dile would cloſe his mouth and deuoure the bird, if nature 
had not pꝛouided the bird a ſharpe pꝛicke as it were, grow- 
ing out of his head, where with he pꝛicketh the Crocodile in 
the mouth; which cauſeth him to gape wide, and ſo the bird 
flieth away without harme; yet there come by and by other 
of thoſe birds, which make an end of cleanſing his mouth. 

In the ſame riuer there are alſo many beaſtes like vnto 
hozſes ; and vpon the land certaine fowles like vnto cranes, 
which warre continually with ſerpents, that come thither 
from Arabia, and kill many of them. Which birds as allo the 
vermine, which eate the egges ofthe Crocodiles, are greatly 
eſteemed ofthe Egyptians. 

But now to returne to my matter, and to p2oceede in the 
diſcoueries; Jn the pcere 485.befoze theincarnation of Chꝛiſt 
Xerxes the king of Perſia commanded Sataſpis his nephew to 
goe and learch, and diſcouer India: who actoꝛding to the p2e- 
cept vndertoke the voyage, and went thꝛough the ſtraight of 
Gibraltar, and paſſed the pzomontozie of Atrica, which now 
we call the Capeof Bona Speranga, ſtanding ſouthward be- 
twirt ; J. and 35. degrees inlatitude, and being weary of lo 


great a nauigatisn turned from thence backe againe, as Bar- 
cholome:v 


of the World. rr 


tholomew Diaz did in our daies. 

Befoze the comming of Chꝛiſt 44 ;. yeeres Himilco and r lib. 
Hanno his bzother Carthaginian captaines gouerning that DE 
part of Spaine, which is now called Andaluzia, departed from 
thence each one with his name. Himilco ſailing towards the 
noꝛth diſcouered the coaſts of Spainc,France, England, Flan- 
ders and Germante. And ſome wzite farther, that he ſailed 
vnto Gotland, #came to the 3fland of Thule, oz Iiland, ſtan⸗ 
ding bnder the circle Arcticke in 24. degries from the nozth 
pole, and continued in his nauigation two peres, til he came 
vnto this Illand, where the dap hath in June 22. houres and 
in December the night alſo hath 2 2. houres, whereby it is 
there wonderfully cold. 

Now the other bzother Hanno tœke his courſe towarde 
Atrica and Guiney, and he diſcouered the Fortunate Iilands, 
which we call the Canarics, and beſides theſe he diſcouered 
others, as the Dorcades, Heſperides, & the Gorgades, which:Plinius1ib.6. 
now be called the Illes of Cape Verde. There he with his 
company went along the coaſt till they doubled the Cape of 
Bona Speranga, and. taking their courſe towards the land, 
they went along by it vnto another Cape named Aromati- 
cum, which is now called Guardafu, ſtanding ſoutheaſt from 
Cape Verde in 14. degrees toward the noꝛth; and he came 
to the coaſt of Arabia ſtanding in 16. und 17. degrees; and 
was fiue peres in this voiage, befoze he returnod backe into 
õpame. There be others that ſay, that he paſſed not beyond eng 
Sierra Leona, hut peopled it, and aſterwards diſcouered as 8 
as the line, But it ſemeth he made a full nauigation, becauſe * 
he ſpent ſo much time in his trauaile. It is repoꝛzted that 
the inhabitants of the Cape of Bona Speranga are great wit- 
ches, and inchanters of certaine ſnakes, which they bzing to 
ſuch leruite, and tammandement, that they kiepe their Chur- *n<iams 
thes and Churchpards, gardens, oꝛchards, barnes, and cattel 
as well from wilde beats, as from therues. Foz i they ſæ any 
to doe 02 to intend hurt, the ſnake windes her ſelfe to him oz 
them, holding them as pꝛiſoners, and commanding her pong 
ones to call their maſtcrs vntill they be taken. It the theeucs 
be manp, oz the wilde beaſtesof ſo much ſtrength, that ther 
darenot meddle with them, then they goe vnto the houſe of 


him with whom they doe line ; and if it WW 
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they giue ſo many ſtrokes, that at the laſt they doe awake 
them, to cauſe them to pꝛouide foz their defence. 

A certatne Italian called Aloiſius Cadamulta wiiteth, that 
be being in the diſconerie of Guiney inthe kingdome of Bu- 
dimollay in the houſe of Bisborol his ſonnes fonne; and lying 
in his bed he heard a great noiſe and many blowes giuen 
about the houſe; whereupon Bisborol roſe, and went out: and 
when he came againe, Cadamuſta demanded of him, where 
he had bern; and he anſwered that he had been with his Co- 
b:as 02 ſnakes which called him. In the ladias there be many 
of theſe kinde of ſnakes, and ſome full of poiſon, which not⸗ 
withftanding the 1nd1an people vie to carrie about their 
necks, and put them into their boſomes and vnder their 
armes: which at ſome ſoundes that the people make will 
daunce, and doe diuers things at commandement. 

There was a Portugall that ſomtime told me, that beyond 

the Cape of Bona Speranga towards Sofala, Quiloa, and 

Melinde, where he had been, there were cerfaine birds, which 

odencus witet® would come to the Black Moores at their call, and accozding 

that brought ag the Moores did remoue, ſo the birds would doe, from one 

mu treeto another: and they vſed to follow them till they did 

1:a.caunda, light vpon ſome tree, from whence they could not remoue. 

And as the Negros went vp the tree they ſhould finde ware 

and honie thereupon, not knowing whether it grewethere 

naturally oz not. In the ſame countrey alſo vnder ground in 

Ant holes they did finde much honie and ware, which the 

Antes did make, being ſomewhat bitter. Upon the ſea coaſt 

alſo they found certaine fiſhes, which commonly went vp- 

Mernaides, Tight in the water, hauing the faces and natures of women, 
which the fiſhermen of thoſe places were acquainted with. 

1.414. Inthe pere 355-befoze Chꝛiſt it is ſaid that the Span/ards 

bunden t ſailed thzough the maine ſea till they came vnto the flats of 

debe India, Arabia, and thoſe coaſts adiopning, wherennto they

$142 12-1. hips, And ſailing to the nozthwelt they came vnto certaine

The time of Alexander Magnus, as appttreth by the agen 
of the woꝛlo, was befoze the comming of Chꝛiſt; 2. ruures: 
we all know that he was boznein Europe: but he trauailen 
into Aſia ę Africa, and paſſed though Armenia, Aſſyria, Per- 
fa, ¶ Bactria, ſtanding noztherly in 44. degrees of latitude, 
which is the fartheſt countrey in longitude wherein he was 
in all his iournepes. From thence he deſcended into India by 
the mountaines of Imaus, and the valleyes of Paropaniſus, 
and pꝛepares a name in the riuer Indus, and therewith paſſed 
into the Oc can ſea, where he turned by the lands of Gedroſn, 
Caramania, & Perſia, vnto the great citte of Babylon, leauing 
Oneficricus and Nearcus captaines of his flte, which after- 
wards came vnto him by the ſtraight of the Per ſian ſea, and 
vp the riner of Euphrates, leauing that countrey and coaſt 
diſcouered. 
| After this, Ptolemey raigned king of Egypt, who by ſome 
is reputed to haue ben baſtard ſonne vnto Plulip father of 
the fozeſaid Ale xandet the great. This Prolemey imitating 
the fozenamed kings Seſoſtris aud Darius, made atrenchoz 75> 
difch of an hundzed fote b2oad and of thirty fete deepe, and 5 
© teao2 twelue leagues in length till he came fo The bitter 
Welles, pzetending to haue his wozke run into the ſea from 
a mouth of the riuer Nilus, called Peluſium, paſſing now by 
2 thecitie Damiaca. But this thing toke none effec : foz that 
the Red ſea was thought to be higher by th2a cubits then the 
land ol Egypt, which would haue oucrflowed all the coun- 
trey, to the ruine and loſle thereof, | 
In the pere 277. befoze the incarnation ſucceded in the _ 
gonernment of the kingdome one Philade lphus. who bzought £2: 75.5 1. 
to paſle that the marchandiſes ſhould come out of Europe to 
thecitieof Ae xandria vpwards by the river Nilus vnto a city 
named Coptus, and from thence to be conueped by land to a Comn. | 
hauen ſtanding vpon the Red ſea called Myos-Hormos 5, ©; 
which way was trauailed in the night, the pilots direcing *<<<4 
themſelues by the fars, which were expert in that p2adiſe. 
And becauſe water was ſcant that way, they vſed to carrie it 
with them fo2 all the companie, till at the laſt to auoide that 
trouble they digged very derpe wels, and made large cilterns 
fo2 the reteipt of raine water, by which the way furnuyed 


with that commoditie, which at the firſt it wanted giewe m 
og — D continuance 
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continaance of time to be themoze frequented. 

But whereas the ſtraight way was dangerons by reaſon 
offlats and iſlands, the afozeſaidking Pluladelphus with his 
armies went onthe ſide of Troglodytica, and in an hauen 
called Berenice cauſed the ſhips to arriue which came out of 
India, being a place of moze ſuretie and leſſe perill ; from 
whence they might eaſily carrie the wares fo the citie of 
Coptus, and ſo to Alexandria. And by this meane Alexandria 
grew ſo famous and rich, that in thoſe daies there was no 
citie ot the woꝛld comparable to it. And to ſpeake bziefly and 
particularly of the abundance of trafficke there vſed, it is left 
wzitten foz an afſurev truth, that in the time of king Pcolc- 
mey Auletes father vnto Cleopatra, it yelded in cuſtomes 
vnto him yerrly ſeuen millions and an halfe of gold, although 
the trafficke was not then ſcant twenty pteres old, vx wap of 
that citie. 

But after that this pꝛouinte and countrey became ſubiea 
to the Emperours ot Rome, as they were greater in power, 
and ne&rer in couetouſnes, ſo they enhanſed the cuſtomes : ſe 
that within a little time the citie peelded double the fozeſaide 
ſumme. Foz the traffike grew ſo excteding great, that they 
ſent eaery pare into India 1 20, ſhips laden with wares, 
which began to ſet ſaile from My os-Hormos abaut the mid- 
dle of Julp,and returned backe againe within one pere. 

The marchandiſe which they did carrie amounted vnto 
one million two hund2ed thouſand crownes, and there was 
made in returne of cuery cromne an hundꝛed. In ſo much 
that by reaſon of this increaſe of wealth the matrones oz no- 
ble women of that time and place, ſpent infinitely in decking 
themſelues with pꝛecious ſtones, purple, pearles muſke am⸗ 
ver, and the like : whereof the wzrters and hiſto;1ans of that 
age ſpeake very greatlp. 

Cornelius Nepos, alleaged by Plinie, maketh repozt of a 
king of Egypt, that raigned in his time called Ptolemæus La- 
thyrus, from whom one Eudoxus fled vpon accaſion, and the 
better to auoid and eſcape his hands he paſſed thzough the 
Arabicke gulfe, and the ſea, all along the coaſt of Africa and 
the Cape of Bona Speranga till he came vnto the 3ſland of 
Cadiz: and this nauigation by that courſe was in thoſe daics 
as often vſed as now it is, if we may giuecredit * 
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elend. 15 
ries. Which apptrreth themoze manifeſt by this, chat Caius 
cæſar the ſonne of Auguſtus going info Arabia did finde in 
the Red ſea tertaine peeces om ſhips, which came thi- 
ther out of Spaine. Jt was a vſe alſolong after thoſe daies to 
paſſe to India hy land. Foz ſo did the kings of the Soldans, 
and the pzinces of Bactria, and other famous captaines, who 
trauailing thither and info Scytlua by land, had the view of 
thoſe pzouinces and countrepes, ſo farre till they came that 
way vnto the Meſt, and fo the ſeas thereof on the nozth 
part, whereuntomanymarchants then did trauaile. Marcus 
Paulus Venetus waiteth much hereof. And although at the — wr 
art his bote was taken faz a fabulous thing, yetnow there 
is better credit giuen vnto it, foꝛ that by the late experiences 
of the trauailers and marchants of theſe daies into thoſe 
parts, the names of the countreyes, cities and townes, with 
their ſituations, latitudes and commodities arenow found 
= * he and other hiſtoziographers of that time haue re- 
zted, 
In the 200.peare befoze the incarnation it is w2itffen,that 
the Romanes ſent an armie by ſea into India againſt the great 
Can of Cathaia, which paſſing thzough the ſtraight of Gibral- 
tar, and running to the noꝛthweſt, found right ouer againſt 
the Cape Finiſterre ten lands, wherein was much tinne: 
And they may be thoſe which were called the Calliterides,F Cafſieries- 
being come to 50.degres of latitude they found a Straight; „een 
and paſſing thzough it towards the weſt, they arriued in the de hnudebe 
Empire of India, and fought with the king of Cathay, andſo ic 
tame backe againe vnto the citie ofRome.Which thing how- 
ſoeuer it may ſteme either poſſible 02 not poſſible, true oʒ not 
true, pet ſo J finde it left to vs recozded in the hiſtoꝛies of vn e 
_ rray te L 


that time, 

Jnthe 100. pere after theincarnation of Chꝛiſt the Em- 
perour Traiane pzepared an armie by ſea vpon the rivers e 
Euphrates and Tigris, and departed from them, and ſailed to va Tran 


the Jſlands of Zyzara, and paſſing the ſtraight of Perſia en- 
tred ints the Ocean ſea and ſailed towards India all along 
the coaſt till he came to that place where Alexander had been, 
and there he take certaine ſhips which came from Bengala, 
of whom he learned the ſtate of that countrey.35ut bet auſe he 
was then in y&res and wearie with his trauaile, but * 
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ally becauſe he formd there {mall reliefe' fo; his armie, he re- 


turned backe. 


After that the Romanes had gotten the moſt part of the 
woꝛld, there were in that age made many,and notable diſco- 
ueries. wut then came the Gothes, Moores, and other barba- 
rous nations, and deſtroied all. Fo2 in the pere 412. alter 
the incarnation of Chzilt, they toke the citie of Rome: And 
the Vandalcs came out of Spaine and conquered Africa. 

And in the peere 450. the king called Atila deſtroied many 
cities in l alie: at which time the titie of Venice began. And 
in this age the Fran kes and Vandals entred into France. 

In the pere 474. the Empire of Roine was loſt, and fell 
from the Romanes to the Gothes. \ 

And after this came the Lombards into Italie, namely in 
the peere 560. 

Alſo about this time the ſec ofthe Arrians pzeuailed great: 
ly : and at this time one Mcrlinc of England was famous 
fo2 his pꝛophecies. 

To be ſhoꝛt, in the yere 61 1. ſp2ong bp the Mahumetane 
ſect and Moriſco regiment , which by fozce inuaded both 
Africa and Spaine. 

By all this it may appeere, that in that age all the wozld 
was in an hurly burly,and all places very tumultuous. Jn ſo 
much that trafficke and marchandiſe ceaſed: foꝛ no nation 
durſt trade one with another neither by ſea no2 land:nothing 
as then remained ſtedfaſt neither in monarchies no2 king 
domes, ſignioꝛ ies, religions, lawes, artes ſciences, no2 naui⸗ 
gations. No2 lo much as the recoꝛds and wꝛitings of ſuch 
things did remaine, but were all burnt and conſumed by the 
barbarous crueltie and vnbꝛideled power of the Goches: 
who became ſo couetous and ambitious, that they purpoſed 
of themſelues to begin a new world and to rote out the me⸗ 
moꝛie, and blot out the knowledge of all other nations be- 
ſides. 

But they that ſucceded after theſe times in the gouern- 
ment of things. perceining the great and huge lolle, that the 
Chꝛiſtian woꝛld had by the want of trafficke and ceaſing of 
nauigation, whereby thoſe commodities and marthandiſes 
could not be ſpent , which befozo went ozdinarily from one 


nation to austher by the vſe of trave: to the end — 
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detay and loſſe might be repaired, and the freaſures of the 
Caft might de imparted with the Weft, as it was wont in 
the times of quietnes and peaceable liumg, they began to 
deuiſe a way to paſſe to India, which was not as the fo:zmer 
way was by the Red ſea and the riner Nilus, but a wap of far- 
ther ſailing © farther length and colt alſo. Foz they bzought 
their ware vp the riuer Indus, and there vnladed it, carrying : 1.101. 
it by land thzouch the cov:1trey of Paropaniſus by Carauans 
vnto the pꝛouince of Bacttia, and then ſhipped it in barks on 
the riuer Oxus, which falleth into the Caip1an ſea, and fo ſai⸗ . by che n 
led ouer that ſea vnto an hauen ofthe riuer Rha named Citra- Cavin 2a Vol. 
can 02 Aſtracan, and ſo vpwards in the ſaid riuer which now #2, 25d oucr land 
is called Volga; and as it appereth they carried it tu the cite 
of Nouogrode in the pꝛouinte of Retan, which now belongeth 
to the great Duke of Moſcouia, ſtanding toward thenozth in 
54. degreꝛs of latitude: 4 therehence they trauailed ouer land 
vnto the pꝛouinte of Sarmatia vnto the riuer Tanais,which is 
the dinifion of Europe from Aſi; where they againe laded it 
in barks, and caried it downe the riuer, into the lake Mæotis, 
and to the citie of Caffa, which in ancient time was called 
Theodoka, which then belonged to the Genom as, who came 
thither foz thoſe wares in their galliaſſes o2 great ſhips. 

It is alſo left wzitten, that the trade this way endured 
vntill the raigne of Cowmodita Emperour of Armema, who 
pꝛouided foz a better coarſe, and commanded this trafficke 
of the ſpices to be conueted by the Caſpian ſea, and ſo thzough $...1.:;..., 
the kingdom? of Hiberia, which now is called Georgiana, and 
from thence chey entred by the river Phaſis, now Phaſlo,info 
Pontus Euxinus, and ſo vnto the city of Trapezunda ſtanding The e! 
in 40. and odde degrees of noꝛtheriy latitude. And to that g. 
place came ſhipping foz the marchandiſes aut of Europe and ib 
Atrica. 

It further left reco2ded concerning this way of traf- | 
icke, that Nicaoor determined 0; had already begun to open *"- 
aboue 120. miles of land, wi ich lieth betweene the Caſpian c 1. 
ſea and Pontus Euxinus, that they might come and goe by 
water with their ſpices, dzugs, and other commodities,there 
vſed, But in the meane time this miſchiefe happened, that 
Prolemey Ceraunos killed him, and by his oeath this woz- 


thy and famous enterpꝛiſe ceaſed without effec. . 
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„, But che other war being aiſo at laſt loft by reaſon of the 
—— ars of the Turks, it pleaſed God to open another way to 
— theſe marchandiſes from the Ille of Samatra, the citie of 
riet Ganges. Malacca, and the Alland of lava vnto Bengala, and ſo carry - 
ing them vp the riuer Ganges vnto the citie of Agra; from 

whence they trauailed ouer land vnto another citie ſtanding 

nere the riuer Indus named Boghar, where they diſcharged, 

rl bicauſe the titie ol Cabor ſtandeth to farre within the land, 
being the pzincipallcitie of the Mogores. thente they 

$zmarcande, Went fog ward to the great citie of dae in the 
countrep of Bactria: and there the marchants of India, Per- 

ſia, and Turkie met, bꝛinging thither their ſeuerall tommodi⸗ 

Wylie deck ties, as cloth of gold, veluets, chamolets, ſcarlet, and wollen 
Leber Carb, clothes, which were carried to Cathay and the great king, 
dome of China: wherehence they bꝛought againe gold, ſiluer, 

pꝛecious ſtones, pearles, ſilke, muſke, and many other things 

ol great value, and much rubarbe. After this theſe marchaw 

The way by Or. diſe, d2ngs, and ſpiceries were carried in ſhips vpon the In- 
us and e Jian ſea onto the ſtreight of Otrmus, and to the rivers Eu- 
ud land. Phrates and Tigris ; and were vnladenin the citie of Balſara 
ſtanding in 31. degrees towards the nozth, and from thence 

they were caried oner land vnto the cities of Aleppo, Damaſ- 

cus, and Barutti ſtanding on the ſame ſide in; 5.degrees:; And 

there the Venetian gallies oz galliaſſes, which tranſpozted 

pilgrims into the holy land, came and reteiued of thoſe gods. 

In theyere 1153. inthe time ofFredericke Barbaroſſa it 

is wzitten that there came to Lubec a citie of Germanic one 

Canoa with certaine Indians, like vnto a long barge: Which 

ſemed to haue come from the coaſt of Baccalaos, which ſtan⸗ 

deth in the ſame latitude that Germanie doth : The Ger- 

maines greatly wondered to ſc ſuch a barge,and ſuch people, 

not knowing from whence they came, noz vnderſtanding 

their ſpeech, eſpecially becanſe there was thenno knowledge 

of that countrey, as now there is: it may be credible that 
though the boate was ſmall in reſpect of thoſe huge ſeas, vet 

the winde and water might bꝛing them thither : as we ſe in 
theſe our dates, that the Almadie which is but a {mall boate 

commeth notwithſtanding from Quiloa, Moſambique, and 

Sofala to the Illand of S. Helena, being a ſmall ſpot of land 

ſanding in the maire Ocean off the coaſt of Bona — 
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is farre ſeparated. 

In the pere 1 300, after the comming of Chꝛiſt the great 7omes Leo 
Soldan of Cayro commanded that the ſpiceries and dzugs, *** 
and marchandiſes of India ſhould be carried thzough the 
Red ſea, as it was vied befoze ; at which time they vnladgd R :. vol. 
on the Arabian fide, at the hauen of luda, andcarried dem 8 
vnto the houſe at Mecca, and the carriers of it were the pil- 
grims. So that each Pzince vſed a cuſtome to augment the 
honour, and increaſe the pꝛoſite of his countrey. And theſe 
Soldans had ſpeciall regarde to Cayro, from whence the 
wares were carried-vnto the countrepes of Egypt, Lybu, 
Africa, the kingdomes of Tuncz, Tremeſſen, Fez, Marocco, 

Suz : andſome of it was carried beyond the mountaines of 

Atlas vnto the citie of Tombuto, and the kingdome ofthe lalo- Tonburo 
phos; vntill afterwards that the Portugals did bzing it about 

the Cape of Bona Speranga vnto the citie of Lisbone, as in 

place conuenient we purpoſe to ſhew moze at large. 

In the y&re 1344. king Peter the fourth of that name 
reigning in Arragon, the Chzonicles of his time repozt, that 


one Don Luis of Cerda, ſonne vnto the ſonne of Don John of 


Cerda, traued aideof him to goe and to conquers the Illes of 
the Canaries, ſtanding in 28. degrees oflatitude to the nozth, The cane 
becauſe they were giuen vnto him by Pope Clewent the ſixt, "= 
which was a French man. UWhereby in thoſe dates there 
grew a knowledge of thoſe Jflands in all Europe, and ſpect- 
ally in Spaine: foz ſuch great Pzinces would not begin no: 
enterpiſe things of ſuch moment without great certauntis. ' 

About this time alſo the Aland of Madera was diſcoucred rhe 10a»! of 
by an Englih mancalled Machaw : whoſailing aut of Eng- ed t. 
land into Spaine, with a woman ofhis,was dꝛiuen out of his chum a» ker 
direc courſe by a tempeſt,and arriued in that Auland, and cat 
his anker in that hauen, which now is called Machico after 
the name of Macham. And bitauſe his louer was then ſea-· 
ſicke,he there went on land with ſome ol his compame, and 
in the meane time his ſhip weyed and put to ſea, leauing him 
there: whereupon his louer fo; thought died. Macham, which 
greatly loued her, built in the Auland a chaypell o hermitags 
to burie her in, calling it by the name ol leſus Chappell: and 
wꝛote oz graued vpon the ſtone of her tombe his name and 


hers, and the occafion whereupon they artiued there. 3 
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this he made himſelle a boate all of a trie, the tris being there 


of a great compaſſe about, and went to ſea init with thoſe 
men of his tompanie that were left with him, and fell with 
the coaſt of Africke without ſaile oz dare, and the Moores 
among whom he came toke it foz a miracle, and pzeſentey 
him vnto the king of that countrep: and that king alſo admi- 
ring the accident, ſent him and his companie vnto the king 
of Cattle. , 
In the verre 1395. king Hentie the third of that name reig- 
ning in Caſtile, the infozmation which Macham gane of this 
Alland, and alſo the ſhip wherein he went thither, moued 
many of France and of Caſtile to goe and diſcouer it, and the 
great Canatie: And they which went were pꝛincipallp the 
Andaluzes,the Biſcaines, and the Guepuſcoes, carrping with 
them many people and hoꝛſes. But J know not whether the 
charge offhat voiage was theirs o2 the kings. But by whom 
The 6 diſco. ſoeuer it was (et out, they ſeeme to be the firſt that diſcouered 
vere of n+ the Canaries and landed in them: where alſo they toke 
Chriſuans 1495. 150 Of the Jſlanders pꝛiſoners. Concerning the time of this 
diſconerte, there is ſome difference among the wziters: foz 
ſome affirme this to be done in the perre 1405.

Andfoz the better at e 
tompliſhing ok this diſcouerie, the afozeſaid Don Henry pꝛe⸗ 
pared a fleete, & gaue commandement fo the chiefe captaines 
to pꝛoctede in diſcouerie from the afozeſaide-Cape fo: ward: 
Mhich they did. But when they came to another Cape na⸗ 
med Bojador, there was not one of them, that durſt goe far- CD Z0jadee. 
ther oꝛ beyond it: at which fearefull and cowardly faintnes 
of theirs the Pzince was exceedinglip diſpleaſed, 

In the yere 1417, king lohn the ſecond reigning in Ca- 
(tile, and his mother Ladie Katharine then vſing the gouern- 
ment, one Monſieur Ruben of Bracamonte which was then 
Admirallof France craued the conqueſt of the Jlands of the 
Canartes, with the title to be king of them, fo2 a kinſman of 
his called Wonſieur lohn Betancourt: which being granted 
him by the Qucene, and farther alſo partly furniſhed out, 
he departed from Siuill with a god armie: But the chieke o: 
pzincipall cauſe that moued him fo enter into this action, 
was to diſcouer and perfealp to take a view ofthe Alland of 
Madera, whereof Macha befoze had giuen ſo much info2- 
mation. But foz all that he went vnto the Caoaries, and car⸗ 
ried with him a Friar called Mendo to be as Biſhop thereof, 
admitted by Pope Martine the fift, When they were landed 
they wonne Lancerota, Fortcucntura, Gomera, and Ferro: me Cane

from whence they lent into Spaine many flaucs, honie, waxe, e, 
Camfoza,o2 Camfire,hides,Drchall,figs, Sanguis Draconis, 
and other marchandiſes, whereofthey made god p2ofit : And 
this armie alſo as they repoꝛt, diſcouered Porto Santo. The bono sante 
Alland that they inhabited was Lancerota, where they built 
in it a caſtle of ſtone foz their better defence and ſecuritie. , 
In theyere 1418. one lobn Gonzales Zarco, and Triſtam —— 
Vaz Teixera, houſholde gentlemen vnto Don Henry | P—— 
kings third ſonne, perteiuing the deſire that their maſter had 
to diſcouer new countrepes, and willing in that courſe to doe 
him ſome ſeruice, craued of him a barke, and licence to vnder- 
take the auion: which they obtained, and ſailed to the coall 
of Africa: where they were onertaken with a terrible tem⸗ 
peſt; but they were ſuccoured by falling with the land, and 
entring into an hauen called Santo, where they landed, and 
remained two pœres. 
An the vere 1420. they —_— the Aland ol M — — 
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where they unde the chappell and the fone and fombe, 
whereupon the fozeſaide Macham had grauen his name. 
There are others that wꝛite that a certaine Caſtilian pertei⸗ 
uing the deſire and fauour to navigation which Don Henry 
had, told him that they had found the Ifland of Porto Santo; 
which being but a (mall thing they made no reckoning of it. 
Don Henry (ent Bartholomew Pereſtrello, lohn Conzales 
Zarco, Triſtam Vaz Teixera, and by the ſignes and likely- 
hods that they had reteiued, they went to Porto Santo, and 
there remained two peres : and after that, namely in the 
verre 1420. they ſailed alſo to the Alland of Madera, where 
they fourd the memoziall and monument of the afozeſaide 
Macham the Engliſh man. 

As foz Monſteur Betancourt, who entred into the con⸗ 
queſt of the Canarics as is abone mentioned, he was flaine 
in the middeſt ofthe action, and left behind him fa2 his heire a 
kinſeman ofhis called Monſleur Menante, who after that 
ſold the ſaid Jllands of the Canarics vnto one Peter Barba of 
Siuill. There are other which ſpeake otherwiſe, and ſay that 
Ponſieur lohn Betancourt went into France to pzepare a 
new aꝛmie about this conqueſt, and left there a nephew of 
þis; who becauſe he heard no moze-of his vncle, andſawe 
that he could not maintaine the warres any longer, he ſolde 
the Canartes to Don Henry the king of Portugals third ſonne, 
foz a certaine thing that he gaue him in the Illand of Madera. 

In the yeere 1 424. they wzite that the ſaide Don Henry 
pꝛepared a nauie and armie to conquer theſe Iſlands, where- 
in there went as captaine generall, one Don Fernando de 
Caſtro; and by reaſon of the valiantnes and warlike behaui⸗ 
our of the people they had the repniſe : whereupon Don Fer- 
dinando, confidering the great charge, and little oz no god 
ſucteſſe, he gaue over the action, and returned backe againe. 
After this Don Henry reflaned ouer theſe Jflandes to the 
crowne of Caſtile, in confideration of the aides which Beta n- 
court had reteiued. But the Caitillians agree not vnto this 
repoꝛt. Foz they ſay, that neither the kings ofPortugall, no; 
Don Henry would render the Fflands, titithey came ingue- 
fon befoze Pope Eugenius the fourth; who fully vnderſtan⸗ 


eue ding the matter, gaue the conqueſt of the FKands by oꝛder of 
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upon this contention touching the title of the Canaries 
betwens the kings of Portugall and of Caſtile, 

Theſe Jflands being in number ſeven, wers called by ſhe 
name of Fortunarz, ſtanding in 28, degrees fo the nozth : 
where the longeſt day is but : 3, howers, and the longeſt 
night as much, lying diſtant from Spaine 200. leagues, and 
from the coaſt of Atrica 18, leagues. The people were idolas we e ma- 
ters, and did eate their fleſh raw ſoʒ want offire ; they had ng *7:==<<+ 
iron, and ſowed without any tale: they tilied and raiſed the 
ground with oxe hoznes,and goats hoꝛnes.Cuery Alland did 
ſpeake a ſeuerall language. They take many wies, and 
knew them not carnally vntill they had dehiuered them to the 
ſuperiours. They had diuers other Paganiſh cuſtomes: but 
now the Chziſtian faith is planted among them. 

The commodities of theſe Iſlands are wheate, barley, ſus T4 cormes. 
gar, wine, and certaine birdes, called Canaric birdes, much . 
eſtermed in Spaine and other places. 

Ju the Aland of Ferro they haue none other water, but 
that which pꝛoterdeth in the night from a tre, compaſſed vr vec! +=; 
withaclcud, whence water iſucth,ſeruing the whole Jfland , 2 
both men and cattell, a thing notoztous and knowne to very _ 
manp. a | 
In the rere 1428. it is wzitten that Don Peter the king 
of Porcugals eldeſt ſonne was a great traueller. Ve went into 
England, France, Almaine, and from thence iuto the Holy 
land, and to other places; and came home by Italic, taking 
Rome t Venice in his way: from whence he bꝛought a map | 
of the woꝛld, which had all the parts of the wozld and earth & -04 cxcc 2-4 
deſcribed, The ſtreight of Magelan was called in it The Dra- Sagte map 
gons taile: The Tape of Bona Speranga, The forefront of ©

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much 02 moze diſtouered, then now there is. 

ding all the trauaile , paines and erpences in — action of 
Don Henry, yet he was neuer wearie of his purpoſe diſco: 
ueries. At length there was a ſeruant of his called Gilianes 
that firſt paſſed the Cape Bojador, a plate befoze terrible to 
all men: and he bꝛought woꝛd that it was not ſo dangerous, 
as it was repozted: foʒ on the other ſide of it he went on land, 
and in maner of taking poſſeſſion, ſet in the ground a troſſe of 
—.— be as à marke and token afterwards of his diſtouery 
ſo farre. 

In the peere 1433. in the moneth of Auguſt Don lohn 
died, and his ſonne Don Duarte oz Edward fucceeved him in 
the kingdome. 

In the pere 1434 Don Henry (ct out one Alfonſo Gonſa- 
les Baldaia, and Gilianes afozeſaid, and they went to another 
Cape, which was bepond the fozmer,and going on land per⸗ 
ceived the countrey to be inhabited: and becauſe they were 
deſirous to ſatiſfie Don Henry with as much relation and 
knowledge as they could get, they continued their voiage, 
and went foz ward, till they came to a certaine point of land, 
from whence they turned backe againe. 

Inthe pere 143 8. king Edu ard, whom the Portugals call 


Don Duarte died, and Don Alphonſo the pzince being yong, 


Don Peter his vncle gouerned the kingdome. 

In the pere 144 t. Don Henry ſent out two ſhips, and the 
captaines were in the one Triſtan, and Antonie Goalaics 
in the other Being put to ſea they take a pꝛiſe vpon the coaſt, 
and ſailed on to Cape Blanco, that is the White Cape, flan- 
ding in 20. degrees, and infozined Don Henry of the ſtate of 
that coũtrep by the Moores which they bꝛought from thence. 
Mhereupon he ſent one Fernan Lopez de Sauado to giue 
knowledge thereof to Pope Martine, truſting to make theſe 
things commodious to Holy Church. Upon which know⸗ 
ledge the Pope granted indulgences and euerlaſting pardon, 
and all other things demanded of him, vato thoſe which 
ſhould die in this enterpꝛile. 

After this, in the pare 1443. Don Henry commanded 
Antonie Gonſales to carrie backe the flaues which he had 
b:ought, and toranfome them in their countrey : Which he 


did, and the Moorcs gaue. them in trucke foz them _ 
a 


blacke Moores with curled haire, and ſome gold; ſo that now 
that place is called Rio de Oro, that is, the Golden Ruer 3 Ris de Ore, why 
— the deſire of the diſconerie might be the moze in 
creaſed, 

Hot long after he ſent out another named Nunnez Triſtan, 
who cane vnto the Jflands of Arguin, where he toke moze The ile 
flaues,and bꝛought them to Portugall in the pere 1444. 

Pereupon alſo one Lanſarote, a grome of Don Gilians 
chamber, with others aſſociated with him, armed out cer- 
taine (hips, which went coaſting til they tame to the 3lands 
of Gacze, where they twke two hundzed llaues: which were 4 0 
the firſt that were bzought from thence to Portugall. 

Inthe yere 1445. there went as captaine of a barke one £470; decag.;, 
Gonſalo de Syntra, an eſquire belonging to Don Henry inetd 
thoſe parts; and he went on land, where he was taken with 
fire oz ſeuen moze of his company, which place was therefoze 
called after his name, Angra de Gonſaluo de Syntra. This Angrade Cen- 
was the fir{t lolle, which the Portugals receiued in their diſ⸗ * 
toueries. 

In the yere following Don Henry ſent out thz& carauels, 

wherein went as captaines Antonie Gonſales, Diego Aloi- 
210, and Gomes Perez, who had their diredion, nat to enter 
into Rio de Oro, noz to beare themſelues diſo2derly, but to 
trauaile in peace, and to conuert as many inũdels as they 
could to Chꝛiſtianitie. But none of theſe things were perfoz- 
— by them; foz they returned without doing any memo- 
rable ad. 

In the ſame yere 1446. another eſquire belonging fo the 3. 0, 4e. 
king of Porcogall called Denis Fernandes of the citie of Liſ- e 
bon, entred into theſe diſcoueries, moze to winne fame then 
to reape commoditie-by them. And he being in his voiage 
tame to the river of Sanaga, ſtanding betweene 15. and 16. Theriver of 
degrees of latitude towards the noꝛth, where he. toke cer⸗ 
taine Negroes; and not contented therewith, he went foz- 
ward and diſcouered Cape Verde, ſtanding in 14 degrees on Cape Verde. 
the ſame ſide; and there he ſet vp vpon the land a croſle of 
wod,and then returned with great contentation. : 

In the pere 1447. one Nunne z Triſtan went f@zth to diſ⸗ — 
touer in a carauell, and he paſſed the afozeſaid Cape Verde, 


and Kio Grande, and went paſt it vnto another ſtanding = Rio C 
yon 
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pots ik in 1 2.degrees, where he was alſo taken with 18. por- 
rugals moꝛs: but the ſhip came home againe in ſaletie, condu⸗ 
ats by fowor 0; ue which eſcaped the hands of the Ncgrocs. 

In this perre alſo 1447. it happened that there tame a Por- 
tugall ſhip though the iir eight of Gibralckr 3 and being taken 
with a great tempeſt, was fozcev to runne wetwards moze

The boateſwaine of the ſhip bzought home a little of the 
ſand, and ſold it vnto a goldſmith of Lubon, out of the which 
he had a god quantities of gold. 

Don Pedro vnderſtanding this, being then gouernour of 
the realme, cauſed all the things thus bz8ught home, and 
made knowne, to de reco2ded in the houſe of Juſtite. 

There be ſome that thinke, that thoſe 3flanvs whereunts 
the Portugals were thus dziuen, were the Antiles, 02 Neue 
Spaine,alleaging god reaſons foz their opinion, which here J 

omit, betauſe they ſerue not to my purpoſe. But all their rea- 
ſons feme to agre, that they ſhould be that countrey, which 
is called Noua Spagna.

They went out in the moneth of 
Map, and the ſame peere they toke ſhipping at Naples, and 
arriued in the Ille of Rhodes, and lodged in the houſe that 
was pꝛouided fo2 the Portugal! knights of that o2der : from 
thence they went to Alexandria, and ſo to Cayro, and thence 
to the hauen of Toro in the companie of the Carauans 02 
carriers which were Moores. There they twkeſhipping, and 
veing on the Red ſea they arriued at thecitie of Aden, and 
there they ſeparated themſelues: foz Alfonſo de Payua went 
towards Ætcluopia, and Pedro de Couillan into India. Who

and thence he ſailed againe thꝛough the Red ſea vnto the citie 
of Cayro,where he thought to haue met with his companion: 
but there he heard that he was ne«d by the letters that he 


receiued from king lolin his maſter ; in which letters —_

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farther commanded to trauaile into the countrep and domi⸗ 
nions of Presbyter Iohn. 
Upon this commandement he pꝛouided foz his farther wege or 
journey, and from Cairo went backe againe to the hauen of r ec. 
Toro, and from thence to Aden, where he had ben twiſe bes <onnrey of 
wꝛe: and there hearing of tte fameofthecitie of Ormuz, he 
determined to goe thither; and therefoze went along the 
coalt of Arabia vnto the Cape Razalgate ſtanding vnder the Cape Rawlgace. 
Tropicke of Cancer, and from thence he went to Ormuz, om. 
ſtanding in 27. degrees on that ſide. There he learned and un 
derſt@od of the ſtreigth of Perſia, and of that countrep: and 
entred there into the Red ſea, and paſſed ouer to the realme of 
the Abalſmi, which commonly is called Presbyter Iohns bn 
countrey 02 Ætluopia: and there he was detained till the P<drv de Co- 
pere 1520. when there came thither the ambaſſadour Don — ha 
Roderigo de Lima : This Pedro de Couillan was the firſt aue hee the 
Portugall that euer knew and ſaw the [ndias and thoſe ſeas, ib * 
and other places adiopning thereunto. the Ked ſea. 

In the yerre 1 490, the king ſent vnto Congo one Gonzalo g dec. 
de Sola a gentleman with thz& ſhips , and in them ſent #5 
home the ambaſſadour of Congo, which was ſent into Portu- 
gall, whom Diego Caon had bzought from thence: who at his 
being in Portugall was baptiſed both himſelſe and others ol 
his companie, 

The afozeſaid Gonzalo de Soſa died in that tourney by 
the wap, and in his rome they choſe his nephew Ruy de So- 
la foz their captaine; and ſo being come vnto Congo, the king 
was very glad of their comming, and yelded himlcife, and 
the greater part of his realme to be baptized : whereof then 
Portugals had gad cauſe to reioice, ſceing by them ſo many cos — 
Jnfidels were conuerted from gentilitie and paganilme to 
Chziſtianitie. 


The firſt beginning of the Diſcoueries of the Spanyards, 
with the continuation of the Diſcoucrics 


of the Portugals. 


N the verre 1492. in the time of Don Ferdinando king of 

Caſtile, he being at the ſiege of Granada, diſpatched one 

Chriſtopher Columbus a Genoway with thzer ſhips to — 
*

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and diſtouer Noua Spagna: who firſt had offered his ſernice 
foz a weſterne diſcouerie vnto king lohn ol Portugall; but he 
would not entertaine him. 

He being ſufficiently furniſhed fo2 this enterpꝛile departed 
from the towne of Palos the third day of Auguſt, hauing with 
him as captaines and pilots Martio Alfonſo Pinzon, Francis 
Martinez Pinzon, Vincent Vannes Pinzon, and Bartholomew 
Columbus his bꝛother, with 120. perſons moꝛe in his compa- 
nie: and ſome affirme that they were the firf that ſailed by 
latitudes. They toke the Canaries in their way, and there 
refreſhed themſelues; taking their courſe thence towards Ci- 
pango: but finding the ſea by the way full of werds they were 
amazed, and with great feare arriued at the Anciles the tenth 
dap of October, and the firſt Auland that they deſcried was 


The Iſſe — _ called Guanahany : where they went on land, and toke poſ- 
ſeſſion of it, and named it San Saluayor. This Fſland ſtan- 


deth in 2 5. degrees of noꝛtherlp latitude. And after that they 
found many Allands, which they called the Princes becauſe 
they were the firſt that they had diſcouered. 


Luces Iſland. The Sauages of thoſe parts call theſe Idlands by the name 


' of Lucaios, hauing in deede ſeuerall names fo2 them. And they 


doe and on the noꝛth ſide almoſt vnder the Tropicke of Can- 
cer. As foz the Illand of S. lames oz Iamaica, it ſtandeth be⸗ 
tweene 16. and 1 7.degres. 

Thence they went to the Jland which the naturals of the 
countrey call Cuba, and the Spanyards call it Ferdmandina, 
bicauſe their kings name was Ferdinando, ſtanding in 2 2. 
degrees : from whence the [od1ans conducted them bnfo ano⸗ 
ther Alland, which they call Hayti, and the Spar yards called 
it Ilabella, in the memoꝛie of the Nucene ol Caſtile, which 
was ſo called, and they named it alſo-Hiſpaniola. In 
Iland the Admirall ſhip of Columbus was caſt away: oftye 
tunber and planks whereof they made a fozte, wherein they 
left 28 men, and a captaine callgd Roderigo de Arana, to 
learrie the language and cuftomes of the countrey . They 
vzought from thence mufters and ſhewes of gold, pearles, and 
other things, which that countrey yelded; and ten Indians 
CO ſire died, the reſt were bꝛought home and bap- 

5ed, 

Hereupon there grewe ſuch a common defire of _—

among the Spany ds, that they were ready to leape into the 
ſea to ſwim if it had been poſſible,into thoſe new found parts. 
The afozeſaid company of Columbus at their comming home 
toke in their way the Alles of the Acores, and the 4. day of 
Parch in the verre 1493.they entred into the bar ol Lisbon: Contention be 
which diſconerie plealed not the king of Portugall. Mhere⸗⸗ ²⁹ 
upon roſe a contention betwerne thole two kings. Portugall. | 

Chriſtopher Columbus being arriued went pzeſently into | 
Caſtile with the newes of all things, and acquainted the king 
Fernando, with the diſcontentednes of the king of Portugal! : 
whereupon he and the Qneene Iſabella his wife ſent ſtreight 
wozd thereof vnto Pope Alexander the 6, whereat he and Thebu! «i 
the Italians were in great admiration, maruailing that there 
was any moze land beſides that which was vnder the Ro- 
manes. But the end of this matter was this: Alexander the 
Pope gaus theſe countreies by his iudgement vnto the king⸗ 
domes ofLeon and Caſtile 3 with this condition, That they 
ſhould labour to extirpate idolatrie, and plant the Yoly faith 
in thoſe countreyes. 

Fernando the king haning receined this anſwere, was 
glad of it, and ſent Chriſtopher Columbus againe on the foz- 
mer voiage,hauing made him Admirall, and giuen him other 


honoꝛs, with particular armes, and a poſie wzitten about his — N 


armes to this effec, cap 17. 
For Caſtile and for Leon 
A new world found out Colon. 

In the ptere 1493. the 25, of the moneth of Dober Chri- Co'umbus ſe. 
ſtopher Columbus went backe vnto the Antiles, and fro Cadiz a 
he toke his courſe, hauing in his companie 1 7. ſhips, and 
1500, men in them, with his bzethzen Bartholomew Col!un- 
bus, and Diego Columbus, with other knights, gentlemen, 
men of law, and religious men, with chalices, croſſes, rich 
oꝛnaments, and with great power and digmtie from Pops 
Alexander;g the : 0.day after their ſetting fo2th,they arriued 
at the Canaries; & from thence in 25.02 30, daies they ſailed 
vnto the Antiles; + the firſt Alland that they ſaw fandeth in 
4. degrees towards the nozth,due.weſt from Cape V' crc on 
the coaſtof Africa. They ſay that the diſtance from fhence to 
the Canaries is $00, leagues, The name they gaue it WAS g u .- 


Dcicada, that is the Dctired 02 wiſhed Iſland, fo the m_ ct ue: ed. 
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defire which the companie had to come to light of land. Aﬀer 
that they diſcovered many moze which they named the Vi- 
gines, which the naturals of the countrey call the Caribas, fo; 
that the men of that counfrey are god warriers, and ſhate 
well in bowes. They poiſon their arrowes with an herbe, 
whereof he that is hurt dieth, biting himſelfe line as a mad 
dog doth, 

From theſe Allands and others they went vnto the pzin- 
ttpall Alland there, which they of-the countrey doe call Bor: 
quen, and the Spanyards tall it S. Iohn, and thence to Hiſpa- 
niola ag Iſabella, where they found all the men dead which 
there they had left. Here the Admirallleft themoſt part of the 
people to plant it, and appointed his bzethzen to be gouer⸗ 
nours there: and ſo toke two ſhips, and went to diſcouer the 
other ſide of the Jfland of Cuba, and from thence to lawaica. 
All theſe J0ands ſtand from 1 6. vnts 20.degrees of noztherty 
tatitude. In the meane time that the Admirall ſailed about, 
his bꝛethꝛen and they that were left with them were much 
troubled,becauſe the Sauages did riſe againſt them. Do that 
Chriſtophet Colon went dacke againe into Spaine, to tell the 
Ring and Qutene of his aduentures. 

In the pere 1494. and in the moneth of Januarie there 
was an agreement made of the differences which were be⸗ 
twene the two kings ol Spaine and Portugal. Foz the which 
agreement there were ſent ont of Portugall Ruy de Sofa, and 
Don lohn his ſonne, and the Docoz Ayres de Almada: and 
fo: the king of Spainc there were Don Henry Henriques, 
Don lohn de Cardenas, and the Doctoz Maldonado. All theſs 
met in the towne of Tordeſillas, and they deuided the woꝛld 
fro the noꝛth to the ſouth by a meridian which ſtandeth welt 
from the 3flands of Cape Verde 3 oo. leagues: ſo that the one 
halfe which lay vnto the eaſt ſhould belong vnto Portogall, 
and that which lay to the weſt to the king of Spaine, where- 
95 8 libertie to trauell was left equall vnto 

In the pere following 1495. lohn king of Portugal died, 
and Emmanuel his coſen began to reigne. 

In the verre 1496. there was a Venetian in England cab 
led lohn Cabota, who hauing knowledge of ſuch a new diſco⸗ 
uerie as this was, and perteiuing by the globe, — = 
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30ands befbꝛe ſpoken of ſtwd almoſt in the ſame latitude 
with his countrey, and much nerer to England then tu Por- 
tugall, oz to Caſtile, he acquaintedking Henrie the ſenenth 
tten king of England with the ſame, wherewith the (aide 
king was greatly pleaſed, and furniſhed him out with two 
ſhips and thee hund2zed men: which departed and ſet ſaile in 
the ſpzing of the pere, and they ſailed weſtward til they came 
inſight of land in 45. degrees of latitude towards the nozth, 
and then went ſtraight nozthwards till they came into 60, 
degrees of latitude, where the day is 18. howers long, and the 
night is very cleere and bꝛight. There they found the aire 
cold, and great Jdands of ice, but no ground in an hundzed 
fathoms ſounding : and fo from thence finding the land to 
turne eaſtwards they trended along by it diſcouering all the 
Bay aud river named Dcſcado, to ſee if it paſſed on the other 
Me: Then they ſailed backe againe till they came to 38, de- 
grees toward the Equinodiall line, and from thence returned =o te 
into England. Chere be others which ſay,that he went as far c 3a, 
as the Cape of Florida, which ſtandeth in 25. degræs. 

In the yere 1 497.The king of Spaine Don ternando ſent Columbus dir 
out Chriſtopher Columbus with fire ſhips, and he himlelfe — hilieis 
pꝛouided tiwo ſhips at his owne coſt, and ſendinghis bzother San. 
befoze, he made faile from the Bap of Cadia, carrying witz 
him his ſonne Don Diego Colon; Jt was then repozted that 
he went fo take the Illand ol Madera, becauſe he miſtruſted 
the French men, and therefoze ſent thither thz& ſhips: others 
ſay it was to the Canaries. But howſoeuer it was, this is 
true, that he and thzx moze went vato the 3d2nds of Cape 
Verde, and ran along by the line finding great calmes and 
raine, and the firſt land which they came vnto of the Aoclles 
was an Jfland ſtanding in 9.degres of latitude towards the 
nozth ioining faſt vnto the maine land, which they called La 
Trinidada 3 and ſo he entred into the Gulfe of Paria,and came ru.

pearles: where alſo, as they lay, there ſp:ingeth a Well of 
Iſtes of Fra ues, 


nile: and beyond that Aſland they came in the — 
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dete Cees, Roques, Aruba, and Curacao, with other fmall ones all along 
x%. tte Bap: and they came to the point of Cabo de Vela, and 
Tao de Vd. Diſconered along the coaſt almoſt 200. leagnes, from whence 
they croſſed ouer to Hiſpaniola, hauing had alſo ſight of the 
Illand called Beata. 

In this ſame viere 1497. on the 20. day of the moneth of 
bbc gente June one Vaſques de Gama failed from Lisbon by the king 
chapter, Emmanuels commandement to India with 3. chips, wherein 

there went fo; captaines Vaſques de Gama, Paulus de Gama 
his bꝛother, and Nicolas Coello with 1 20. men; with whom 
alfo there went one ſhip laden only with vittailes, and in 14. 
daies they came vnto Cape Verde, vnto the Ifland of Saint 
Iago, where they refreſhed themſelues, and from thence they 
The Cape Went along the coaſt beyond the Cape of Bona Speranga, 
ona Speranga. Whereupon they erected certaine pillers of ſtone, and ſo came 
Meſambique, Unto Moſambique ffandingin 1 5. degrees to the ſonth of the 
line, where they ſtaied not long, but went from thence to 
Monbrs. Mombaza, and vato Melinde: where the king of that place 
gaue them pilots, which conducted them into Iadia, in which 
2 Þ=co: diſcouerie they found out Los Baxos do Padua, that is to ſap, 
the flats of Padua. 

In the yere 1498. in the moneth of May they came to an 
ankerbefoze the citie of Calicut, and Panana, where they re- 
mained all the winter: and the firſt day of September they 
ſet ſaile towards the nozth diſtouering the coaſt all along till 
they came to the Illand of Angediua, which ſtandeth on that 
fide in 15.degres of latitude, where they came to an anker 
in the beginning of D&ober, and lo they departed from Ange- 
diua in Febzuarie in the verre 1499. and came inſight of the 
coaſt of Africa about Melinde towards the nozth 3.02 4. de⸗ 
grees, + from thence they ſailed vnto the ſaid citie, and ſo vnto 
Moſambique againe,and to the Cape of Bona Speranga, ſal 
ling along by the coaſt, and then they came to the Idands of 
Cape Verde, and laſt of al to the citie of lis bon in themoneth 
of September, hauing bene in the voiage 25. monethes. 

In the yere 1499 onthe 13. day ofthe moneth of Pouem⸗ 
ber there departed frõ Palos one Vincent Yanyez Pinion and 
bis nephew Artes Pinſon with fower ſhips well appointed at 
their owne coft and charges to diſcouer the new wozld vnder

Aluarez Cabral ſailed out of Lisbon with 13. ſhips, with com- 
mandement not to come nere the coaſt of Atrica to ſhozten 
his way; and he loſing the fight ol one of his ſhips, went to 
ſeeke her, and in ſerking of her loſt his courſe, and ſailed till he 
tame within ſight ol the land. The Generall was ſo long in 
ſeking his ſhip, that the compante were wearie of it, and en⸗ 
treated him to leaue his enterpaiſe. The next day they fell in 
light of the coaſt of Braſil: whereupon the Generall comman- 
ded a barke to goe to land and ſ@&ke an hauen: which they

croſſed ouer to the riuer of Coclun, which beſoze was not 
knowne, where they laded themſelues with pepper, and at 


their returne Sancho de Thouar diſcouered the citie of Sofala % 


vpon the coaſt of Atrica. 

In this ſame pere 15 oo. it is repoꝛted that Gaſpar Corte 
real traued a generall licence of the king Eu anuel to diſco» 
uer the New found land. Me went from the Jſland 1 ergcra 
with two ſhips well appointed at his ownecoft, and he ſat- 


led vnto that climate which ſtandeth vnder the north in 50. 
deares 
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degrees of latitade, which is a land nowe called after his 
Terra Corrs: name; and he came home in ſaſetie vntothe citie of Lisbon: 
_ And making another time this voiage, the ſhip was loft 
wherein he went, and the other came backe into Portugal. 
Wherefoze his bꝛocher Michael Cortereal went to ſeke him 
with thꝛer ſhips well appointed at his owne coſt; and when 
Many encrances TCP tame Onto that coaſt, and found ſo many entrances of 
of rivers in the riuers, and hauens, euery ſhip went into her ſeuerall riuer, 
ae, with this rule and ozder, that they all thꝛer ſhould mete 
againe the 20.day of Auguſt. The two other ſhips did ſo, and 
they ſeeing that Michael Cortereal was not come at the day 
appointed, noz pet afterwards in a certaine time, returned 
backe into the realme of Portugall, and neuer heard any moze 
newes ol him noꝛ pet any other memoꝛie. But that countrey 
is called The land of Cort ereall vnto this dap. 
2 decadn, In the pere 1501, inthe moneth ol March lohn de Noua 
es departed from the citie of Lisbon with fower ſhips, and paſſed 
the line on the ſouth ive into 8. degrers of latitude, and he dil⸗ 
na de Aten · couered an Jlland, which he called the lile de Aſcenſion: And 
IE he went vnto Moſamb:que, and to Melinde, and from ttente 
he croſſed ouer vnto the other ſide, where they toke lading, 
and fo came back and doubled the Cape, and found an Iſland 
The ie u called Santa Helena, being but a ſmall thing, but pet of great 
impoꝛtante in reſpec ofthe ſituation thereof. 

In this ſame pere 1501. and in the moncth of Pay there 
departed out of Lisbon the ſhips vpon the commandement 
of Exunanuel the king to diſcouer the coaſt of Braſil: and they 

| ſailed in the ſight of the Canaries, andfrom thence to Cape 
Berequiche., Verde, where they refreſhed themſelnes in the towne of Be- 
zequiche, and paſſed from thence beyond the line ſouthward 
neuere e and fell with the land of Braſill in fiue degrees of latitude, 
eber and ſo went fozward till they came in; 2. degrees little moꝛe 
02 lefſe, actoꝛding as they actounted it, and from thence the? 
came backe in the moneth of Apꝛill, becauſe it was there at 
that time cold and tempeſtuous. They were in that voiage 
fifteene monethes, and came to Lisbon againe iu the begin- 

ning of September 1502. 
Gomars hiſtors In the pere 1502. one Alfonſo Hoicda went to diſcouer 
Froceatubz, Tetra firma, and followed his courſe till he came to the pꝛo- 


Vraba, nince of Vraba. The 
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The next ptere following alſo one Roderigo Baſtidas of 
S:u#l went out with two carauels at his owne coſt, and the 
firſt land of the Antiles that he ſaw was an Iſland which he 
named lila Verde, that is, the Greene Jfland, ſtanding faſt by 
the Juand of Guadalupe, towards the land: and from thence 
they toke their courſe towards the weſt to Santa Martha, and 
Cape De la Vela, and to Rio Grande, oz the Great riner, and 
they diſcouered the hauen of Zam ba, the Coradas, Carthage- 
na, and the Allands of S. Barnard, of Baru, and Illas de Arenas, 
and went fo2ward vnto 11a fuerte, and to the point of Cari- 
bapa ſtanding at the end of the Gulfe of Vraba, where ther 
had ſight of the Farrallones ſtanding on the other ſide hard by 
the riuer of Darien, and from Cape De la Vela vnto this place 
are two hundzed leagues : and it ſtandeth in 9. degrees and 
two parts of latitude, From thence they troſſed ouer vnto 
the Alland of Iavrarca, where they refreſhed themſelues. In 
Hupaniola they graued their ſhips becauſe of the holes which 
tertaine woꝛmes of the water had eaten in the planks, In 
that countrey they got ſower hundzed markes of golde, al- 
though the people there be moze warlike then in Noua Spa- 
ma: fo2 they poiſon their arrowes which tbey ſhote. 

In this ſame pere 1502. Ohriſtopher Colunibus entred the — —— roi. 
fourth time into his diſcouerie with fower ſhips at the tom⸗ k 
mandement of Don Fernando to ſœke the Streight, which da b 
as they ſaid did diuide the land from the other ſide, and he % 
carried with him Ferdinando his ſonne. They went firſt to 
the Jdand of Hiſpaniola, to Iamaica, to the riuer Azua,to the 
Cape of Higueras, and vnto the Jſlands Ga:1ares, and to the 5 H. 
Cape of Hunduras, that is to ſay, the Cape of the Depthes: H 
from thence they ſailed towards the caſt vato the Cape Gra- Pan 
cias a Dios, and diſcouered the pꝛouince and river of Veragua, 2b. 
and Rio Grande, and others, which the Indians call Hicnra. 67s 
And from thence he went to the riuer ol Crocodiles, which 
now is called Rio de Chagres, which hath his ſpzings rere doe cher 
the South Sea, within fower leagues of Panama, andriins 
neth into the Nozth Sea: and ſo he went vnto the Jflend | 
Which he called 141 de Baſtimentos, that is the Ille of Titc- — * 
tuailes, and then to Puerto Bello, that is the Faire hauen, and . . 


ſo vnto Nou bre de Dios, and to Rio Franc ilco, and ſo fo the dee ee 
hauen of Retrete, and then to the 9 of Cabeſa * 
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and to the Jſfands of Caperoſa, and laſtiy to the Cape of Mar- 
ble, which is two Hundzed leagues vpon the coaſt : from 
whence they began to turne againe vnto the Illand of Cuba, 
and from thence to lamaica, where he grounded his ſhips be⸗ 
ing much ſpoiled and eaten with woꝛmes. | 

In this pere alſo 1502 Don Vaſques de Gama being now 
Admirall went againe into lodia with 19. 02 20, Carauels. 
Ve departed from Lisbon the tenth day of Fcb2uarie, and by 
the laſt day of that moneth he came to an anker at Cape Ver- 
de, and from thence he went vnto Moſambique, and was the 
firft that croſt from that Jſland into India: and he diſcouered 
another in 4. degrees of latitude, which he called the J land of 
the Admirall, and there he toke his lading of pepper and 
dꝛugs, and left there one Vincent Sodre to kepe the coaſt of 
India with fiue ſhips. 

TChele were the firft Portugals, that with an armie did run 

along the coaſt of Arabia Fœlix. It is there ſo barren, that 
their cattell and camels are onely maintained with dꝛie fiſh 
bꝛought from the ſea; whereof there is ſuch plenty and abun- 
dance, that the cats ofthe tountrey doe vſe to take hem. 

In the peere following, as it is repozted, one Antonie de 
SaAania diſcouered the Illand which in old time was called 
Coradis, and now Socotora, and the Cape of Guardafo, which 
adtoincth vnto that countrep. 

In the pere 1504. Roderigo de Baſtidas obtained licence 
of king Ferdinando, and by the meanes of lohn de Ledeſma 
and others of Siuill armed and furniſhed out two ſhips, ha- 
uing foꝛ his pilot one Iohn de Coſa of Saint Marie Port, and 
he went to diſconer that part of Tierra firma where now ſtan⸗ 
deth Carthagena, being in ten degrees and a halfe of noꝛther⸗ 
ly latitude. And it is ſaid that they found the captaine Luis de 
la Guerra and they together toke land in the Ille of Codego, 
where they toke ſixe hundꝛed perſons of the Dauages : And 
going farther along the coaft they entred into the Gulfe of 
Vraba, where they formd ſand mingled with gold, being 
the firſt that was bꝛought to the king Don Ferdinando: from 
thence they returned to the citie of Santo Domingo laden 
with laues witycnt victuailes, becauſe they of the coumtrey 
would not bargaine with them, which grew to their great 
trouble and griefe. In 
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In the later end ol this yc&re died Ladie Iſabella Qutene of eden of 
Caſtile : Which Nucene while the lined would not ſuffer any r 
man of Arragon, Catalunia, Valencia, no2 any bozne in the 
countrep of Don Fernando her huſband to enter into theſe 
diſcoueries, ſaue thoſe which were their ſeruants, o by ſpeci⸗ 
all commandement, but only the Caſtilſians, Biſcaines, t thoſe 
which were of her owne Signioꝛies, by whom all the lands 
afozeſatd were diſcouered. 

In the veere 1505. vpon our Lady day in arch Franc iſco Barros decade, 
de Almeida Uiterop of India take his courſe with 22. ſaileg **< 3: 
towards India as now is accuſtomed. Ye came vnto the cite 
of Quiloa, where he built a fozt, appointing one Peter Fereira A forrbuſrin 
to be captaine thereof : and beyond Melinde he trauerſed ta 
the Alland of Angediua, where he placed as captaine one E fes 

manuell Paſſauia, Jn Cananor alſo he built another foꝛt, gt- ig WORDS 

uing the captainſhip of it to Laurence de Britu. In Cochin he C ad 

did the like, where Don Alfonſo de Noronia was made caps | NT 

taine. This pere one Peter de Anhaya did build the foꝛtreſſe: <*4 

of Sofala, whereofalſo himſclfe was made captaine.

In the later end of this verre the iceroy commanded his 

ſonne, whoſe name was Don Laurengo to make ſome entrie 

vpon the Illands of Maldiua, and with contrarie weather he 

arriued at the Jſlands, which of ancient time were called 

Traganz, but the Moores called them Yererubenero, and we 

tall them Ceilan: where he went on land, and made peace cc. 

with the people there, and afterward came backe vuts Co- 

chin, ſailing along the coalt and fully diſcouering it. In the 

middeſt ofthis zlland there ſtands a rocke of ſtone very high 

hauing the ſigne of the fote of a man vpon the top of it, which 

they ſay to be the fotcſtep of Adam, when he went vp into 

the heauens, and the ladians haue it in great reverence, | 

In the yeere 1506. after the death ol the Qutene ol Spaine, 
king Philip and Qucene loan his wife came into Spainc to 
fake poſſeſſion thereof, and king Don Fernando went into - 
Arragon being his owne patrimonie. In this ſame rere the 0 
ſaid king Philip died, and then Fernando came agatuc to go 
uerne Spaine, and he gaue liconte unto all Spany ane tage 
vntothe ew land, and tothe Avtiles, but not to the Pom e 
gals. Jn this vtere and in the moneth of M ChrittopheT ce 
Columbus died, and his ſonne * Columbus 3 3 
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In the peere 1506. and entring into the moneth of Þarch 
Trutan de Acunna and Alfonſo de Albuquerque went into 
India with 14. ſhips in their companie, and ſailed till they 
came to an anker at the towne of Bezequiche, where they 
refreſhed themſelues: and befo2e they came to the Cape of 
Rona Speranga in 37. degrees they found certaine Iſlands, 
which now are named the liles of Triſtan de Acunna, where 
they had ſuch a tempeft that therewithall the flete was dil⸗ 
perſed, 1rittan de Acuna and Alfonſo de Albuquerque went 
vnto Motambique, and Aluaro Felez ran ſo far that he came 
to the Alland of Sꝛmatra, and ſo backe againe vnto the Cape 
of Guardatu; hauing diſcouered many Jſlands\,ſea, and land 
neuer (ene befoze that time of any Portugall. Emanuel Te- 
jez de Meneſes was alſo dꝛiuen without the great Jfland of 
S. Laurence, and he ran along the coalt thereof, and arriued 
at laſt at Moſambique, and there met with Triſtan de Acuna, 
who was the ſirſt captaine that wintred there; and by them 
it was told, that in this zlland was much Ginger, Clones, 
and ſiluer: whercupan he went and diſcouered much of it 
within the land; but finding nothing he tame backe againe 
vnto Moſambiqueʒ from whence he ſailed vnte Melinde, and 
ran along that coaſt and entred into Br aua, and from thence 
they croft ouer to the Iſland of Socotora, where they built a 
foztrefſe, and made one Don Antonio de Noronia taptaine 
thereof. 

In the yere 15 07. in the moneth of Auguft Triſtan de A- 
euña toke ſhipping foz India, and Altouſo de Albuquerque 
remained there with nue oz ſixe ſhips to kepe the coaſt and 
entric of the Streight; but being not therewtth ſatiſſied he 
toke his courſe ouer vnto Arabia, and running along that 
coaſt he doubled the Cape of Roſalgate ſtanding vnder the 
Tropicke of Cancer. | 

In the perre 1509. one Diego Lopez de Scquerra went 
out of Lisbon with fower ſailes vnto the Jſland of Saint Lau- 
rence, and continued in his voiage almoſt a pere, and in the 
moneth of $pay the ſame yrere he arriued in Cochin, where 
the Wiceroy gaue him one ſhip mo2e : and in the beginning ol 
the moneth of September he tone his courſe vato Malacca 
paſſing betwerne the Jflands of Nicubar, and many . 
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he went alſo to the land of Samatra to the cities of Pedir ann 

Pacer, and all along by all that coaſt vnto the 3 land of A rhe ine A 

Poluorcira , and the flats of Capacia : and from thence he re 

went ouer vnto Malacca ſtanding in 2. degres of latitude Cayacia.

it is a ſoueraigne remedie againſt poiſen, ſo ſeruing both faz 

life and death. Here alſo they doe coine pxces of gold, which Gelee 

they call Drachmas, bꝛought into the land as they ſay by ths * 

Romanes: which ſcemeth to haue ſome reſemblance of truth: 

becauſe that from that place fozward there is no coined gold: 

but that which is thus coined doth run currant in the buying

and auenged themſelues of the people. And in this voiage 
Diego de Niquela went and diſconered the coaſt called Nom- 
bre de Dios, and went vnto the ſound of Darien, and called it 
. 'Puctro de Miſas, which is vpon the riner of Pito. When they 
en were come vnto Veragua, he went on ſhoꝛe with his armie, 
his ſoldiers being out of hope to returne to Hiſpaniola. Alfon- 
ſo de Hoie da began a foztreſſe in Caribana againſt the Cari- 
bes; which was the firft towne that the Spanyards burtded 
Nueſtra Sennora i che Firme land: and in Nombre de Dios they buff ano- 
ether, and called it Nueſtra Sennora de la Antigua. They buil⸗ 
; ved allo the towne of Vraba. And there they leſt fo2 their cap⸗ 
taine and lieutenant one Francis Piſarro, who was there 
much troubied. They builded other towns alfo, whofe names 
J here omit. But theſe captaines had not that god ſucceſfe 
which they hoped fo, 
In the peere 1509. the ſecond Admirall Don Diego Co- 
lumbus went into the Alland of Hiſpaniola with his wife and 
wen eee houthold : And ſhe being a gentlewoman carried with her 
deli in Hipa- many other women of god families, which were there mar⸗ 
81 ried, and ſo the Spany ards and Caſtillians began to people the 
countrey :foz Don Fernando the king had giuen them licence 
to diſcouer and people the townes of Hilpamiola; ſo that the 
ſame place grew to be famous and much frequented. The 
fo:eſaid, Admirall alſo gaue oꝛder to people the Jfland of 
Cuva peopies. Cuba, which is very great and large, and placed there as his

12. degrees, where they imbarked themſelues in two ſhipe, 
and ſailed along the coaft vnto the citie of Malacca, leauing it 
all diſcouered. 

The people of this conntrey of Sian are people that eate of 
all kindeof beaftes,o2 vermine. They haue a delight to carrie N 
round bels within the ſkin ol their pꝛiuie members: which „ counres 
is fozbidden to the king and the religious people. It is ſaid en 
that of all other people of thoſe parts they be moſt vertuous . ο 
and honeft. They commend themſelues much foꝛ their cha⸗ 
titie and pouertie They being no hennes no2 doues vp in 
their houſes. This kingdome hath in length 250 leagues, 
and in bꝛedth 80. Of this only kingdome the king may being 
fo2th into the field thirtie thonſand elephants, when he go- 
eth to warre, beſides thoſe which remaine in the cities fo2 the 
garde of them. The king much effemetha white elephant, 
and a red one alſo, that hath cies like vntoflaunng fire. = 

There is in this countrey a certaine ſmall vermine, which 
bſeth to cle aue faſt to the trunke of the elephant, and dꝛaweth 
the blod of the elephant, and ſo he dieth thereof. The ſkull of 
this vermine is ſo hard, that the ſhot of an handgun cannot 
enter it: they haue in their tiners the figures of men and wo⸗ 
men, which they call Tokera, and are much like vntoa man⸗ 
dꝛake. And they affirme that he which hath one of them 7% "er =, 
about him cannot die with the ſtroke of any iron. They haue % 
allo wilde kine in this countrey, in the heads of whome the x 
finde ffanes, which are ol vertue to bzing god hap and [03s 
tune to marchants. 

After that Duarte Fernandes had ben with the Mantale 92 


people al Sian, Alfonſo de Albuquerque fentthityera nta: 
5 cabcd 
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ez de Acunna with letters and ambaſſage 
vnto the king ofthe Seguies, which we call Pegu. He went in 
a Junco of the countrep in fight of the Cape Rachado, and 
from thence went vnto the citie of Pera which ſtandeth fat 
by the riuer Salano, and many other villages ſtanding all 
along this river, where Duarte Fernandes had bene befoze, 
vnto the cities of Tanagerim and of Martauan, ſtanding in 
1 5. degrees toward the noꝛth, and the citie of Pegu ſtandeth 
in 17. This was the firſt Portugall, which trauailed in that 
kingdome : and he gaue god infozmation of that countrey, 
and of the people, which vſe to were bels in their pꝛiuities 
euen as the Mantales doe. 

In the end of this pere 1511. Alfonſo de Albuquerque 
ſent ther ſhips to the Illands of Banda, and Maluco. And 
there went as OGenerall of them one Antonio de Breu, and 
with him alſo went one Francis Serrano: and in theſe ſhips 
there were 120. perſons, They paſſed thꝛough the Streight 
of Saban, and along the Jfland of Samatra, and others, lea- 
uing them on the left hand,towards the caſt : and they called 
them the Salires They went alſo to the Illands of Paliaibam 
and La Suparamzfrom whence they ſailed by the noble Alland 
of laua, and they ran their courſe eaſt, ſailing betweene1t and 
the Illand of Madura. The people of tłis Illand are very 
warlike and ſtrong, and doe little regard their lines. The wo⸗ 
men alſo are there hired fo2 the warres: and they fall out of- 
ten together, and kill one another, as the Mocos doe, deligh⸗ 
ting onelp in ſhedding of blood. 

Beyond the Alland of laua they ſailed along by another 
called Bali: and then came alſo vnto others called Aujauc, 
cambaba,Solor,*Galao, Mallua, Vitara, Roſalanguin, t Arus, 
from whence are bꝛought delicate birds, which are of great 
eſtimation becauſe of their feathers: thep tame alſo to other 
Iſlands lying in the ſame parallele on the ſouth ſide in 7. 02 
8 degres of latitude, And thep be ſo nere the one to the other, 
that they ſame at the firſt to be one entire and maine land. 
The courſe by theſs 3flands is abcue ſiue hundꝛed leagucs. 
The ancient Coſmographers call all theſe Jflands by the 
name lauos : but late experience hath found their names to 
be very diners, as you (ce. Beponde theſe there are other 
Iſlands toward the nozth, which are inhabited with —

They lay that not farre from the Jlands of Banda there is 
an zfland, where there bꝛeedeth nothing elſe but ſnakes, and 
the moſt are in one cave in the middeſt ofthe land, This is a 
thing not much to be wondꝛed at; fo2 as much as in the Le- 
uant ſea hard by the Illes of Maiorca and Minorca there is 
another Alland of old named Opluuſa, and now Formentera, 
wherein there is great abundance of theſe vermine : and in 
the reſt of the Jlands lying by it there are none. 

In the yere 1 5 1 2. they departed from Banda toward Ma- 
lacca, andon the baxos 02 flats of Lugapinho Francis Set- 
rano periſhed iu his Junke 02 barke, from whence elcaped 
vnto the Ile of Mindanao nine oz ten Portuga!> which were 


with him,and the kings of Maluco ſent fo; them. Theſe were; 


the firſt Portugals that came to the Illands of Cloues, which 
ſtand from the Equinoctiall line towardes the noꝛth in oue 
degrer, where they liued ſeuen oz eight eres.

But Antome Gatuand heas 
ring ofit, vndertoke to goe vp to it, and did ſo, and found a ri⸗ 
uer ſo extreme cold, that he could not ſuffer his hand in it, no2 
pet put any of the water in his mouth: And pet this place 
ſtandeth vnder the line, where the ſunne tontinuallp burneth.

There 
are ſmal hennes alſo which lay their egges vnder the ground 
aboue a fathome and an halfe, and the egges are bigger then 
ducks egges, and many of theſe hennes are blacke in their 
fleſh. There are hogs alſo with hoznes, and parats which 
pꝛattle much, which they call Noris. There is alſo a riuer of 
water ſo hot, that whatſoener liuing creature cometh into it, 
their ſkins will tome off, and pet ſich bzerde in it. There are 
crabs which be very werte, and ſo ſtrong in their clawes, 
that they will bzeake the iron of a pikcare. There be others 
alſo in the ſea little and hairie, but whoſoenex eateth of them 
dieth immediatelp. There be likewiſe certaine oiſtcrs, which 
they doe call Bras, the ſhels whereof haue ſo large a compaſſe, 
that they doe Chꝛiſten in them. In the ſea alſo there are liuely 
ſtones, which doe grow and increaſe like vnto fiſh, whereof 
very god lime is made: and if they let it lie when it is taken 
ont ofthe water, it loſeth the ſtrength, and it neuer burneth 
after. There is alſo a certaine trie, which beareth flowers at 


abs are ſuch. the ſunne ſet, which fall downe as ſone as they be growne.

There is a fruit alſo, as they ſay, whereof if a woman that is 
conceaued of childe eateth,the childe by e by maueth. There 
is farther a kinde of herbe there growing, which followeth 
toe lunne, and remaoueth after it, which is a very ſtrange and 
maruailous thing. 

In the peere 15 1 2. inthe moneth of Januarie Alfonſus de 
Albuquerque went backe from Malaca vnto Goa, and the 
ſhip wherein he went was loſt, and the reſt went from his 
companie. Simon de Andrada,and a few Portugals were d21- 


uen vnto the Jllands of Maldiua being many ⁊ full _—

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fries : and they ſtand lowe by the water: which aied there 
till they knew what was become of their gouernour. Theſe 
were the ſirũ Portugals that had ſene thoſe zdands wherein 
_ growe Cocos, which are very god againft all kindeof 
poiſon. 

In this verre 151 2. there went ont of Caſtile one Iohn de 1 .. . * 
Solis bozne in Lisbon, and chiefe pilot vnto Don Fernando. 5 
And he haning licence went to diſcouer the coaſt of Brapill. 

He foke the like courſe that the Pinſon: had done: he went 

alſo to the Cape of S. Auguſtine, and went fozwards to the 

ſouth, coaſting the ſhoze and land, and he came vnto The 

Pozt De Lagoa: and in 3 5. degrees of ſoutherly latitude he 

found a riuer which they of Braſill call Parana- guaqu, that is, 

The great Mater. He ſawe there ſignes of ſiluer, and there⸗ 

foze called it Rio de Plata, that is, The Riuer of ſiluer. And it R del 
is ſaid that at that time he went farther becauſe he liked the 
countrey well: but he returned backe againe into Spaine, 

and made account of all things to Don Fernando, demaun- 

ding of the king the gouernment thereof, which the king 

granted him. Whereupon he pꝛouided thz& ſhips and with per Maree. 
them in the verre 1515. he went againe into that kings <>'* 
dome; but he was there flaine, Theſe Soliſſes were great dil 
couerers in thoſe partes, and ſpent therein their liues and

In the ſame yere 1512. lohn Ponce of Leon, which had 


bene goueruour of the Ille of S. Ioho armed two ſhips and 
went to ſ&ke the Ille of Boyuca, where the naturals of the 
countreyrepozted to be a Nel, which maketh old men pong. ern.

Tendilli pzeſently gaue knowledge 
of this vnto Muteguma, that a kinde of bearded people wert 
arriued in his countrey : fo2 ſo they called the Caſtillians. But 
he was troubled vpon that newes : faz his Gods, (which are 
to be thought to be divels ) had told him, that ſuch people as 
the Spanyards were ſhould deſtrop his law and comntrey,and 
he Teds thereof, And therefoze he (ent gifts vnto Cortes, in 
value 20.thouſand ducats, but would not come to him. 
Becauſe S. Iohn de Vilhua was then no plate ſoz a nauie 
to ride in, Cortes ſent Francis de Monteio, and the pilot Anto- 
mie Alaminos in two bꝛigandines to diſcouer that coaſtʒ who 
came to. a place where they might ride without danger. 
They came to Panuco ſtanding in 23. degrees nozthwarb ; © 


from whence they came backe vpon an agreement to goe vn 223 24. 


to Culuacan being an hauen of moꝛe ſaſetie. They ſet ſaile, 
but Cortes went by land weſtward with the moſt part of his 


men on hoꝛſebacke, and they came vntoacitie called Zem- *©770"n 


poallan;where they were well receiued, And from thence he 


went to another towne called Chiauitztlan: with the Lo2d c 


of which towne as with all the couytrey beſides he made 
league to be againſt Mutecuma.

that Francis Garay Was on the coaſt with fower ſhips to 
come on land: And by ſabtiltie he got nine of his men; of 
whom he underſtod, that Garay had bene in Florida, and 
tame vnto the riuer Panuco, where he got ſome golde, deter⸗ 
mining to ſtay there in a towne which is now called Almeria. 

Cortes querthzew the idols in Zeapoallan, 8 the tombes 


ok their kings, whome they wo2lhipped as Gods, and tolde 


them that they were to woꝛſhip the true God. From thence 
he went toward Mex1:co the 16. dap of Auguſt 1519. and tra- 
uailed tha daies iournep, and came to the citie of Zalapan, 
and to another beyond it named Sicuchimatl, where they 
were well receiued, and offered to be conducted to Mexico, 
becauſe Muccuma had giuen ſuch commandement . Be- 
pond this place he paſſed with his companie a certaine hill of 
th:& leagues high, wherein there were vines. In another 
plate they found aboue a thouſand loades of wod ready cut 
and beyond they met with a plaine countrep, and in going 
though the ſamo, he named it Nombre de Dios. At the bot- 
tome of tige mountaine he reſted in a towne called Toubixua- 
can, and from thence they went thzough a deſolate countrey, 
and ſo came to another mountaine that was very calde and 
full of ſnow, and they lay in a towne named Z aclocan : And 
fo from towne to towne they were well receiued and feaſted 
till they came into another realme named Tlaxcalian, which 
waged warre again Murcguma , and being valiant they 
ſkirmiſhed with Cortes; but in the end they agreed and en- 
tred into league with him againſt the Mcx1cans and ſo they 
went from countrep to countrey till they came within fight 
of Mexico. The king Mutec uma fearing them, gave them 
god entertainment with lodging and all things necefarie : 
and they were with this fo2 a time contented: but miſtruſting 
that he and his ſhould be ſlaine, he teke Mute uma pꝛʒiſoner 
and bꝛought him to his lodging with god garde. Cortes de- 
manded how farre his realme did extend, and ſought to know 
the mines of gold and ſuluer that wers in it, and how many 
kings neighbours to Mutec uma dwelled therein, requiring 


certaine Indians to be infozmed thertot, whereothe hab — 
pꝛouided 


p;0n{ded : and he loined to them eight Spanyarde, FL

them two and two into fower conntreyes, namely into Zu- zocolla 
golla, Malinalrepec, Tenich, g Tururepec. They which went * 
vnts Zugolla went 80. leagnes : foz fo much it was from Tuucer<c. 
Mexico fhithor They which went to Mahnaltepec, went 
70 leagues, ſeeing godly countries, and bzought examples of 
cold, which the nafarals of the countrey toke out of great ri- 
ners: and all this pʒouince delonged vnto Mutecuma. 

The countrey of Teoich and vp the riuer were not ſubiec 
to Mute guma, but had warre with him, and would not ſuf 
fer che Mexicansfo enter into their territozie They ſent am⸗ 
baſadozs vnto Cortes with pꝛeſents, offering him their 
eſtate, and amitie; whereof Mutccuwa was nothing glad. 
They which went to Tututepec ſtanding nere the South 
ſea dib alſo bzing with them examples of gold and pꝛaiſed the 
pleaſantnes of the countrep, andthe multitude of god har- 
bours vpon that coa@, ſhewingto Cortes a cloth of cotton 
Woll all wouen with godly wozkes, wherein all the coaft 
with the hauens and crekes were ſet fozth. But this thing bingen 
then could not be pꝛoſecuted by reaſon of the comming ob 
Pamphilus de Naruaez into the countrey, who ſet all the king: mph ilu: dc 
dome ol Mexico in an vpꝛoꝛe. CN 
In chis peere 1519. the tenth day of Auguſt one Fernande 
de Magallanes departed from S:uill with fiue ſhips toward Gres 
the lands of Maluco: he went along the coaſtof Braſill till > 4 <a» >: 
be came vnto the riuer of Plate, which the Caſtillians had be- 
ſdꝛe diſrouered . From thence therefoze he began his diſcone- 74+ a 
nie, and came vnto an hauen which he called The Pozte of Searles 
Saint Iulian ſtanding in 49. degrees, and there he entred and {+4 
wintred: they endured much cold by reaſon of ſnow and ice: 
the people of that countrey they found to be of great ſtature, 
and of great ſtrength, taking men by the legs and renting 
them in the middeſt as eaſily as one of vs will rent an hen 
they ltue by fruits and hunting. Ther called them Paragones, age 
but the Brahhans doe call them Morcas. 
In the tere 15 20. in the beginning ol the moneth of Sep⸗ 
tember growing then dme what temperate they went out of 
the poꝛt and riuer of Saint Iulian, hauing loſt in it one of their 
ſhips; and with/theofher wer he came vnto the Streights 
named after the name of Magallancs ſtanding in; * 
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and ahalſe. From thence one ofthe ſhips returned backe vn⸗ 
to Cattle; whereof was captaine and pilot one Stephen de 
Porto a Portugall, and the other thzo& went fozward, entring 
into a mightie ſea called Paciſicum, without ſeeing any inha⸗ 
bitedland till they came in 13. degrees towards the noꝛth of 
the Equinoctiall: in which latitude they came vnto Illands 
Los !ard:nes, which they called Los lardines, and from thencethey ſailes to 
the Arclupelagus of S. Lazarus, and in one of the Jſlands cal- 
Oomara hi gen, led Matan Magallanes was flaine, and his ſyip was burnt, 
u.4<7-3- andthe other two went vnto Borneo, and ſo from place to 
plate they went backe vntill they came to the Iſlands of 
Per,fanv, Malvcos, leauing many others diſcouered, which J rehearſe 
04-57 not decauſe J finde not this voiage exaaly waitten, 
About this time Pope Leo the tenth ſent one Paulus Cen- 
Gomar.lib.q. tux10-as ambaſſadour to the greot Duke of Moſcouie to with 
Rwou.y, him to ſend into lndia an armie along the coaſt of Tartarie. 
. Aud by the reaſons of this ambaſſadour the ſaid Duke was 
almoſt perſu wed vnto that action, if other inconveniences 
had not letted him. | | 
In this ſame yere 15 20, in Febzuarie Diego Lopes de 
Se que ira gouernaur of India weut towards the Streight of 
Me cha and carried with him the ambaſſadour ot Presbyter 
lohn, and Roderigo de Lima who alſo went as ambaſſadout 
to him. They came vnto the Jſland of Mac ua ſtanding in 
the Red ſea on the ſide of Africa in 17. degrees towards the 
no2th: where he ſet the ambaſſadours on land, with the Por- 
tugals that ſhould goe with them. Peter de Couillan had bene 
Ku6us i. vol. there befoze, being ſent thither by king lobn the ſecond of 
DEM Portugall: but yet Francis Aluarez gaue pzincipall light and 
| knowledge ol that countrey. | 
Gomara hiſt gen. Jnithe pere 15 20. the licenciate Lucas Vaſques de Aillon 
n and other inhabitants of S. Domingo furniſhed two ſhips, 
and ſent them to the Jes of Lucayos to get laues, and fin- 
ding none they palled along by the firme land beyond Florida 
vnto certaine countreyes called Ciucora and Gualdape, vnto 
the riuer lordan and the Cape of Saint Helcnaftanding in 3 2. 
degrees toward the noꝛth. They of the countrey came downe 
to the ſea ſie to ſee the ſhips, as having neuer betoze ſeene the 
une: The Spanyards went on land where they receiued god 
entertainment, and had ginen vnto them luch things as they 
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lacked, But they bꝛought many of them into their ſhips and 
then let ſaile and bzought them away fo2 ſlaues: but in the 
way one of their ſhips ſunke, and the other was alſo in great 

hazard, By this newes the Licentiate Aillon knowing the 

wealth of the conntrey, begged the gonernment thereof ol 
the Emperour, and it was giuen him: whither he went to 
get money to pay his debt, 


About this time Diego Velaſques gouernour of Cuba comms ſoſſ. gen 
hearing the god ſucteſſe of Cortes, and that he had begged lib. cap 4. 


the gouernment of New Spaine, which he held to be his, he 
furniſhed out thither againſt Cortes 1 8, ſhips with 1000. 
men and 80. hozſes, whereof he ſent as Generall one Pam- 
philus de Naruaez. He tame vnto the towne called Villa rica 
de la vera Cruz, where he toke land, and commanded thoſe of 
the countrey to receiue him as gouernour thereof: But they 
toke his meſſenger pꝛiſoner, and ſent him to Mexico where 
Cortes was, Which thing being knowne of Cortes, he wzote 
letters vnto Naruacz not to raiſe anp vp202c in the countrey 
which he had diſtouered, offering him obedience if he had any 
commiſſion from the Emperour 3 but he cozrupted the people 
ofthe countrey with money: Whereupon Cortes went from 
Mexico and take Naruacz pꝛiſoner in the towne of Zampo- 
allan,and put aut one of his eies. 1 4 

Naruaez bring thus taken pꝛiſoner, his armie ſubmitfed 
themſelues to Cortes, and obeied him. Mhereupon pzelently 
he diſpatched 200. ſoldiers vnto the riuer of Garay, and he 
ſent lohn Vaſquez de Leon with other two hundzed vnta 
Coſaalc o, and withall ſent a Spanyard with the newes of his 


tes, he muſtered his men, and found a thouſand fetemen and 
two hundzed hoꝛſemen, with the which he went towards 
Mexico, where he found Peter de Aluarado, and the rest 
which he had left there aliue 4 in ſaſetie, where with he was 
greatly pleaſed, and Mutecuma made much of him.

Chamolla, that towne, and they went to Chamolla the head citie of that 
pꝛouince, and that being taken all the countrey grew quiet.

— >" f Rangel with 150. Spaniards and manp of the Tlaxcallans and 
Mexicans againſt the Zapoteeas and Nixticas and vnto other

refited at the firſt, but quickly put the people to the woztt, 
and kept then fo2 euer after in ſubtection. | 
ee Inthis lame pere 1 524. one Roderigo de Baſtidas was 
e ſent to diſcouer, people, and gouerne the countrey of Santa 
Martha : where he loſt his life becauſe he would not ſuffer the 
ſoldiers to take the ſpoile of a certaine towne. They ioined 
with Peter Villa-forte, and he being ſometimes his entire 
friend did helpe to kill him with daggers lying in his bed. 
Afterward Don Pedro de Lugo, and Don Alfonſo his 3

In this ſame peere alſo 15 24. after that the Licentiate Lu- G gen 
cas Vaſques de Aillon had obtained of the Emperour the go⸗ 


nernment of Chicora , he armed foz that purpoſe certaine 
ſhips from the citie of Santo Domingo and went to diſconer 
the countrey, and to inhabite it: but he was loſt with all his 
tompanie, leauing nothing done wozthy of memozie.And 3 


cannot tell how it commeth to pale, except it be by the iuſt 


iudgement of God, that of ſo much gold and pzecious ſtones 
as haue beene gotten in the Antiles by ſo many Spaniards, lit, 
tle oz none remaineth, but the moſt part is ſpent and coiſu- 
med,and no god thing done, 

In this pere 1 5 24. Cortes ſent one Chriſtopher de Olid 
with aflete to the Alland of Cuba to receiae the vitailes and 


munition which Aonſo de Contreras had pzepared and to 4 


difcouer and people the countrey about Cape De Higucras 
and the Honduras; and fo ſend Diego Hurtado de Mendoga 
by ſea, to ſearch the coaſt from thence euen to Darien fo finde 
out the Streight which was thought to run into the South 
ſea, as the Emperour had commanded. He ſent alſo two ſhips 
from Panuco to ſearch along the coaſt vnto Florida. Yecom- 
manded alſo certaine bzigandines to ſearch the coaſt from 
Zacatullan vnto Panama. This Chriſtopher de Olid came to 
the Alland of Cuba, and made a league with Diego Velaiquez 
againſt Cortes, and ſo ſet ſaile and went on land hard by 
Puerto de Cauallos ſtanding in 10, degrees to the nozth, and 
built a towne which he called Triuwpho de la Cruz. He take 
Gil Gonzales de Auila pꝛiſoner, and killed his nephew and 
the Spaniards that were with him all ſauing one chile, and 
ſhewed himſelfe an enimie to Cortes, who had ſpent in that 
erpedition thirty thouſand Cattcl/ans of gold to doe him plea-

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& en Ia Congui- Where he vnderſtod that the king Quaburunoc and the Me- 
na ce Mexico x1cans that were in his companie were conſpired againſt 
To him and the Spanyarss : foz the which he hanged the king 
Mazatlan, and two others of the chiefe: and ſo came to the citie of Ma- 
zatlan, and after that to ! 1aca the head cifte of a p2ouince ſo 
called ſtanding in the middeſt of a lake: and here about they

in Mexico in Cortes his abſence: whereupon he ſent wozd to 
— the Gonſalo de Sandoval to march with his companie from Naco 
Maxzofrt, Fo Mexico by land toward the Southſea vnto Quahutewal- 
wat 27y, lan, becauſe that is the vſuall plaine and ſafeſt way, and he 
left as captaine in Truxillo ſ ernando de Saavedra his toſen: 
and he himſelfe went by ſea along the coaſt of lucatan to 
Chalchicoeca now called Sant Tuan de VIlbua, and ſo to Me- 
Jellin, and from thence to Mexico, where he was well retei⸗ 
ted, hauing beene from thence 18. monethes, and had gone 
five hundꝛeo leagues trauailing often out of his way, and en- 
during much hardnes.

The gouernour Pedro Arias would not enfermeddle with { 
this expedition, decauſe ofthe euill newes which his captaine 
Francis Vezerra had bzought. hi: 
Francis Pizarro went firſt ina ſhip hauing with him 1 24, | 
ſoldiers, and Almagro went after him in another ſhip with 


o. men. e came to Rio de San luan ſtanding in the degrees TR 
where he got two thouſand peſocs of gold; and-not finding N38 
Pizarro, he went to ſæke him, repenting his doings by reaſon 1 
of a miſhap that he had. But he went firft to an Jfland called Fi 
Illa del Gorgona, and afterward to another called Lila del 19, corona 5 
Gallo, and to the riuer called Rio dei Peru ſtanding in two 112416 4 


degrees nozthward, whereof ſo many famous countrepes 
fake their name, From thence they went to Rio de San Fran- 
ciſco, and to Cabo de Paſſaos, where they paſſed the Equino⸗ Cabo de Pa 
mallline, and came to Puerto Vejo ſtanding in one degree to Pucro ve 
the ſouth of the line: from whence they ſailed to the riuers 
of Chinapanpa, Tumbez, and Payta ſtanding in 4. 02 Fo de- 
grees, where they had knowledge of king Atabalipa and of 
the exceeding wealth and richesof his palace, Which newes 
maued Pizarro ſpedily ta returne home againe to Panama, 
and ſo into Spaine, and to requeſt the government of that 
countrey of the Emperour : which he alſo obtained. Ye had 
ſpent aboue th2e& peres befoze in this diſcouerie not without 
enduring great trauaile and perils. | 

In the ſame pere 1525. there was ſent out of Spaine a — 
ficete of ſeuen ſhips, whereof was captaine generall Don Cm. gen 
Garſia de Loaiſa to the Fflands of Maluco. They went from !i5.4cap2. 
the citie of the Groine and paſſed by the Jlands of the Cana- 
r1es, and went to Braſill. where they found an Alland in two 
degrees, and named it. S. Matthew: and it ſeemed to be inha- 7Þ<ifents. 
bited, becauſe they found in it oꝛenge trees, hogs, and hennes 
in caues, and vpon the rindes of moſt of the trees there were 
grauen Porrugall letters, ſhewing that the Portugals had 
bene there 17. teres beſoꝛe that time. A patache o: pinneſe nge 
of theirs paſſed the ſtreight cf Magellane hauing in her one corquet 4 * 
loho de Reſaga, and ran all along the coaſt of Peru and Noua : 
Spagna » They declared all their ſucceſſe vnto Cortes, and 
told hem, that frier Garſia de Loaiſa was paſled to the iſlaads 
of cloves. But of this ficete the Admirall onely came thither, 


wherein was captaine one Martine Miygues de a

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fo; Loaiſa and the other captaiues died by the way. All the 
N of Maluco were found well affecioned to the Spani- 
aros. 
pet Marwrr. In the ſame peere 15 25. the pilot Stephen Gomes went 
Saut fegte, fromthe pozt of the Groine toward the nozth to diſcouer the 
ecne:al.liv.,, freight vnto the Malucos by the nozth, to whom they would 
cap-5- giue no charge in the flete of frier Garſia de Loaiſa. But pet 
the Carle Don Fernando de Andrada, and the Dodoꝛ Bel- 
tram, and the marchant Chriſtopher de Sarro furniſhed a gal⸗ 
lion foz him, and he went from the Groine in Galicia to the 
Idland af Cuba, and fo the point of Florida, ſailing by day be- 
cauſe he knew not the land. Be paſed the bay Angra, and the 
riuer Enſcada, and ſo went oner to the other fide. It is alſo 
repoꝛted that he came fo Cape Razo in 46. degras to the 
no:th ; from whence he came backe againe to the Groine las 
den with laues. Thenewes hereof ran by and by thzough 
Spaine, that he was come home laden with cloues as miſta⸗ 
king the wo2d : and it was carried to the Couct of Spaine : 
but when the truth was knowne it turned to a plealantieft. 
In this voiage Gomes was ten monethes. 
Jn this y&re 15 25. Don George de Meneſes captaine of 
Maluco, and with him Don Garcia Henriques ſent a foyſt to 
diſcouer land towards thenozth, wherein went as captaine 
one Diego de Rocha, and Gomes de Scqueira foz pilot. Jn 9+ 
oz 10, degrees they found certaine Jflands ſtanding cloſe tos 
gether, and they called them the Jflands of Gomes de Se- 
hem mans >» queira,he being the firſt pilot that diſcouered them. And they 
2 came backe againe by the Alland of Batochina. 
Gomera lift In the perre 1 5 26. there went out of Siuill one Sebaſtian 
general-bb.3., Cabota a Venetian by his father, but bozne at Briſtol in Eng- 
** land, being chiefe pilote to the Emperour, with fower ſhips 
toward Maluco,Mhep came to Pernambuco, and ſtaied there 
thze monethes foz a winde to double the Cape of Saint Au- 
guſtine, Jn the Bay of Patos oz of ducks the Admirall ſhip 
periſhed ; and being without hope to get to the Illes of Ma- 
luco they there made a pinneſſe to enter vp the riuer of Plate, 
and to ſearch it. Whey ran 60 leagues vp befoze they came to 
the barre: where they left their great ſhips, and with their 
Rio Pa ans (mall pinneſſes paſſed vp the riuer Parana, which the inha⸗ 
bitants count to be the pzincipall riuer. Yawngrowed vp

120. leagues, they made a foztreſſe and ſtaitd there aboue a 
yere : and then rowed further till they came to the mouth of 
another riner called Paragioa, and perteiuing that the coun- d Px go. 1 
trey yeelded gold and ſiluer they kept on their courſe, and ſent Gi 
a bꝛigandine befoze; but thoſe of the countrey toke it: and 
Cabote vnderſtanding of it thought it beſt fo turne backe vn- 
to their fozte, and there toke in his men which he had left 
there, and ſo went downe the riuer where his ſhips did ride, 
and from thence he ſailed home to Sul inthe pare 15 30. 
leauing diſcouered about two hundzed leagues within this 
river, repoꝛting it to be very nauigable. and that it ſpzingeth Thc {o-n:aine 
out of a lake named Bowbo. Jt ſtandeth in the firme land of — _—_ 
the kingdome of Peru, running thꝛough the vallies of Xauxa, 
and meteth with the riuers Parſo, Bulcasban, Cay, Parima, 

Hiucax, with others which make it very bzoad and great. It 
is ſaid alſo, that out of this lake runneth the riuer called Rio 
de San Franceſco; and by this meane the riuers come to be ſo 
great. Fo2 the riners that come out of lakes are bigger then The biggeſtri 


thoſe which pꝛoctede from a ſpꝛing. — 
In the pere 1517. one Pamphilus de Naruacz went out 

of S. Lucar de Barameda to be general of the coaſt and land — 0 
Florida as farre as Rio de las Palmas, and had with him flue 

ſhips, Goo. ſoldiers, 100, hozſes, beſides a great ſumme and 

quantitie of vicuailes, armour, clothing and other things. 

Be could not goe on land where his deſire was, but went on 

land ſomewhat nere to Florida with thz& hundzed of his 
companie,ſome hoꝛſes, and ſome vicuailes,commanding the 

ſhips to goe to Rio de las Palmas; in which voiage they were 

al moſt all loft: and thoſe which eſcaped paſſed great dangers, 

hunger and thirſt in an Alland called Xamo and by the Spam- oe —— 
ards Malbada being very dꝛie and barren, where the Spani- 

ards killed one another, and the people alſo of the countrey 

did the like. Naruaez and thoſe which went with him ſawe 

ſome golde with certaine ludians, and he demanded of them 

where they gathered it: and they anſwered that they had it 

at Apalachien, They therefoze ſearched this gold and in ſears arelacben 
thing came to the ſaid towne, where they found no gold noz 
filuer : they ſaw many Bay tres, and almot all other kinds 
of trees with beaſts, birds, and ſuch like. The men and wo⸗ 


men | ah and ſtrong, very light and ſo ſwiſt 
of this place are high ng, very lig — 
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runners, that they will take deere at their pleaſure, and will 
not grow wearie though they run a whole day. From Apala- 
chen they went to a towne called Aute; and from thence to 
Xawo a poꝛe countrey with (mall ſuſtinante. Theſe people 
bing vp their childzen very tenderly,and make great lamen⸗ 
tation when any of them dieth; they neither wepe no; la- 
ment at the death of any olde bodie. Here the people deſired 
the Spanyards to cure their ſicke fotks,foz they had many diſ- 
eaſed: and certaine ofthe Spanyards being in extreme pouer⸗ 
tie aſſaied it, nd vſed pꝛaier, and it pleaſed God that they did 
inderde retouer as well thoſe that were hurt, as thoſe which 
were otherwiſe diſeaſed; in ſo much, that one which was 
thought verily to be dead, was by them reſtoꝛed to liſe, as 
they themlelues repozte. Mhey affirme that they paſſed 
thꝛough many countreies and many ſtrange people differing 
in language, apparell, and cuſtomes. And becauſe they plated 
the phyſitions, they were as they paſſed greatly eſteemed and 
held foz Gods, and the people did no hurt vato them, but 
would gine them part of ſuch things as they had. £Lherefoze 
they paſſed quietly, and trauailed ſo farre till they tame to ã 
people, that ve continually to live in heards with their cattel 
as the Arabians doe. They be poꝛe, and eate ſnakes, liſards, 
ſpiders, ants, and al kinde of vermine, and herewith they liue 
ſo well contented that commonly they ſing and dance. They 
bute the women of their enimics, and kill their daughters, 
becauſe they would not haue them marrie with them where⸗ 
by they might increaſe. They trauailed thꝛough certaine pla- 
ces, where the women gaue ſucke vnto their childꝛen til they 
were ten oz twelue ye&res of age; and where certaine men 
being Hermaphrodites dot marrie one another. Theſe Spa- 
niat ds trauailed aboue 8 oo. leagues; and there eſcaped aliue 
in this tourney not aboue ſeuen oꝛ eight of them. They came 
vpon the coaſt of the South ſea vnto a citie called Saint Mi- 
chacl of Culuacan ſtanding in 23. degrees and vpward to⸗ 

ward the nozth, 

Gomur. hal ve, This ptere 1527. when Cortes vnderſtad by the pinneſſe 
py la — afozeſaide that Don Garcia de Loaila was paſſed by the 
of Mexico fol, Streight of Magclan toward the à lands of cloues, he pzoul- 
8 ded th2c ſhips to goe ſ&ke him, and to diſcouer by that way 
of Ney Spaine as farre as the Illes of Maluco. There went

degrees toward the nozth on All Saints day. They arriued at 
the Jands which Magelan named The Pleaſures: and from 
thence ſailed to the Jllands, which Gomes de Sequerra Had 


diſcouered, not knowing thereof, they named the Iſlas de los Ila: de he 
Reyes, that is to ſay, The Illes of che kings, becauſe thep came Reyes, 


bnto them on Twelfe day, Jn the way Saavedra loft two 


ſhips ol his company,of which they neuer after teard newes. 
But from Jfland to Alland he till ſailed and came to the 


Illand of Candiga, where he bought two Spanyards foz 70. cd 


ducats, which had bene ol the companie of Frier Loaila, who 
was loſt thereabout. | 

In the pere 15 28. in Parch Saavedra arrived af the J- 
lands of Maluco, and came to an anker befoze.the Alle of 
Gilolo : he found the ſea calme and winde at will, without 
any tempeſts: and he toke the diſtance from thence to Nova 
Spagna to be 2050. leagues. At this time Martin Iñiguez de 
Carquicano died, and Fernando de la Torre was choſen their 
Generall, who then was in the citie of Tidore, who had there 
ereced a gallows and had fierce warre with Don George de 
Mcacles captaine ot the Portugals: and in a fight which they 
had the fourth day of Pap Saavevra twke from him a galts 
otte and flew the captaine thereof c:lied Fernando de Bal- 
daya, and in June he returned towards Ne» Spaine, hauing 
with him one Simon de Brito Paralin and other Portugals, 
and hauing bene certaine monethes at ſea, he was fozced 
backe vnto Tore, where Patalin was beheaded and quar- 


tered, and his companions hanged. 


In this pere x 5 28. Cortes ſent two hundꝛed lotemen and Comer bn ger, 
ſconer and plant te 


60,hozſemen, and many Mexicans to di 
countrey of the Chic hiumecas, foz that it was repozted to be 


rich of gold. This being done he ſhipped himſclfc, and came 
into Cattle with great pompe, 4 bought with him 250000, 
marks of gold and filuer : and being come to Toledo —* 
the Emperour then lay, he was entertained accaꝛding to 

deſerts, and the Emperour made him Parques Del Valle, 
and married him to the Lady lane de Zuniga daughter vnto 
the Earle dc Aguilar, aud then the tay 
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againe to be Generall of New Spaine. 


Gomara hiſt.gen, In the perre 1529. in May Saavedra returned back againe 


lib. 2.cap.92. 
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towards New Spaine, and he had fight of a land toward the 
South in two degrees, and he ran Call along by it abone fine 
hundꝛed leagues till the end of Auguſt. The coaſt was cleane 
and of god ankerage, but the people blacke and of curicd 
haire; fcom the girdle down ward they did weare a certaine 
thing plaited to couer their lower parts. The people of Ma. 
luco tall them Papuas, becauſe they be blacke and friſeled in 
their haire: and ſo alſo doe the Portugals call them. 

Saavedra hauing ſailed 4.02 5.degrees to the South of the 
line, returned vato it, and paſſed the Equinodiall towards 
the nozth,and diſcouered an Jfland which he called [1a de los 
Pintados, that is to ſay, The Ille of painted people: foz the 
people thereof de white, and all of them marked with an iron: 
and by the ſgnes which they gaue he conceaued that they 
were of China. There came vnto them from the ſhoze a kinde 
of boate full of theſe men, making tokens of thzeatnings to 
the Spanyards; who ſeeing that the Spanyards would not 
obey them, they began to ſkirmifh with flinging of ſtones, 
but Saavedra would ſuffer no ſhot to be ſhot at them, becauſe 
their ſtones were of no ſtrength,and did no harme. 

A little beyond this Jfland in 1 0.02 1 2.degrees they found 
many ſmall low Jflands full of palme tres and graſfſe,which 
they called Los Iardines, and they came to an anker in the 
middeſt of them, where they taried certaine daies Thepeo- . 
ple ſeemed to deſcend from them of China, but by reaſon of 
their long continuance there they are become ſo bꝛutiſh, that 
they haue neither law, noꝛ pet giue themſelnes to any honeſt 
labour. They weare white clothing which they make of 
graſſe. They ſtand in maruailous feare of fire, becaule they 
neuer ſaw any. They eate Cocos in ſttede of bzead,bzeaking 
them befoze they be ripe, and patting them vnder the ſand, 
and then after certaine daies they take them out and lay them 
in the ſunne, and then they will open. They eate fiſh which 
. in a kinve of boate called a Parao, which they make 

at wan, which is dziuen thither at tertaine times ol the 
dere, they kridw not how, noz from whence, aifd the toles 
wherewith they make tyeir boates are of chels. 


Saavedra pertriuing that the time and weather was then

Jn this perre 1 529, one Damian de Goes a Portugal being 
in Flanders, afterthat he had trauailed auer all Spainc, was 
pet defirous to ſex moꝛe countreyes, and fathions, and diuer⸗ 
fities of people; and thereſoze went ouer into England and 
Scotland, and was in the courts of the kings of thoſe parts: 
and after that came againe into Flanders, and then trauailed 
though Zealand, Holland, Brabant, Luxenburge, Sumzer- 
land, and ſo thzough the cities of Colen, Spyres, Argentme, 
Baſill, and other parts of Alem ame, t then came backe againe 


ita Flanders: and from thence — into France thzough

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Picardie, Normandie, Champaine, Borgundie, the dukedome 
of Borbon, Gaſcoigne, Languedoc, Daulphinie, the dukedome 
of Sauoy, and paſſed into Italy into the dukedome of Millame, 
Ferrara, Lombardie, and ſo to Venice, and turned backe 
againe to the territoʒie of Genoa, and the dukedome of blo- 
rence though all Tuſcane : and he was in the citie of Rom e, 
and in the kingdome of Naples from the one fide to the other, 

From thence he went into Germanic to Vlies, and other 
places of the Empire, to the dukedome of Sueuia and of Ba- 
wer, and the Archdukedsme of Avſtrich, the kingdome of 
Boeme,the dukedome of Morauia,and the kingdeme of Hun- 
garie, and ſo to the confines of Græcia. From thence he went 
to the kingdome of Poland, Pruſſia, and: the dukedome of 
Liuonia, and ſo came into the great dukedome of Molcouia. 
From whence he came backe into Pigh Alemayne, and 
thꝛough the countrepes of the Lantzgraue, the dukedome of 
Saxonie, the countreves of Denn-arke, Gotland, and Norway, 
frauailing ſo farre, that he found himſelfe in 70. degrees of 
latitude towards the Nozth. He did ſee, ſpeake and was cons 
verſant with all the kings, pꝛintes, nobles and chiefe cities of 
all Ch2iſtendome in the ſpace of 22. yetres: o that by reaſon 
of the greatnes of his trauell, J thought him a man wozthie 
to be here remembzed. 

In the pre 1529.02 1530. one Melchior de Sofa Tauarez 
went from the citie of Ormuz vnto Balſera and the Jflands 
of Giſſara with certaine ſhips of warre and paſſed vp as farre 
as the place, where the riuers Tygris and Euphrates merte 
ene with the other. And although other Portugals had diſcc# 
uered and ſailed thzoughthat ftreight, yet neuer any of them 
Cailed ſo farre vpon the freſh water till that time, when he dil⸗ 
touered that riuer from the one ſide to the other, wherein he 
faw many things which the Portugals knew not. 

Not long after this one Ferdinando Coutinho aPortugall 
came vnto Ormuz, and being deſirous to ſæ the wozld, he 
determined to gos into Portugall from thence oner land to ſee 
Aſia and Europe; And to doe this the better he went inte 
Arabia, Perſia, and vpwards the riner Euphrates the ſpace of 
a moneth.;- and ſaw many kingdomes andeountreies,which 
in our time had not bene ſcene by the Portugals: Pe was 
taken pꝛiſoner in Damaſco, and afterward croſt auer the p20- 


1 
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ninte of Syria, and tame bnto the citie of Alepo. he had bene 
at the holy Sepulch;e in leruſaſem, and in the citie of Cayro, 
and at Conſtantinople with the Great Turke ; and hauing 
ſiene his court he paſſed ouer vnto Venice, and from thencs 
into Italie, France, Spaine, and ſo came againe to Lisbon. 0 
that he and Damian de Goes wert in our time the moſt noble 
Portugals, that had diſcouered and ſeene moſt countreyes and 
realmes ot their owne affections. 

In the ſame pere 15 30. little moze 02 leſſe, one Francis — luft. ge. 
piſarro, which had been in Spaine to obtains the gouernment 
of Peru, turned backe againe to the titie of Panama with ali 
things that he deſired : he bzaught with him ſo wer bzeth2en, 
Ferdinand, lohn, Gonzaluo, and Francis Martines de Alcan- 
tara: They were not well receiued by Diego de Almagro, 
and his friends; fo2 that Pilarro had not ſo much commended 
him to the Emperour as he loked foz, but omitted the diſco- 
uerie, wherein he had loſt one of his cies, and ſpent much: 
pet in the end they agreed,and Dicgro de Almagro gaue vnto 0 
Piſarro 700,pezoes of golde, viauailes and munition, where⸗ 
with he pzepared himſelfe the better foz his iourney. 

Not long after this agrement Francis Piſarro and his bae⸗ 
thꝛen went in two ſhips with the moſt of their foldiers and 
hozſes 3 but he could not arriue at Tun bez as he was min- 
ded, and ſo they went on land in the tiuer of Peru; and went 
along the coaſt with great paines, becauſe there wers many 
bogs and riuers in their wap, wherein ſome of his men were 
dꝛowned: {They came to the towne of Coache, where they 
reſted, where they found much gold andemeraulds, of which Mc 2-4 ans 
they bꝛake ſome to ſæ if they were perfect. From thence Pr 
ſarro ſent to Diego de Almagro twentie thouſand pezoes of 


gold to ſend him men, hozſes, munition, and vicuailes; and 
fo he went on his journey to the hauen named Porto Viejo: 
and thither came vnto him one Sebaſtian de Benalcazar, with 
all ſuch things as he had ſent ſoz, which pleaſed and pleaſured 


him very much. ; Be 
In the pere 1531. de hauing this aide, paſſed auer into a _ a 
rich Illand called Puna, where he was well receiued ol the 15 itt of 
jaſt he conſpired to kil him and all his men: Pura.

In the pere 1532. Ferdinando Cortes ſent one Diego 
Hurtado de Mendoga vnto Acapulco 70, leagues from Me- ln 
xico, where he had pꝛepared a ſmall flecte to diſcouer the coaſt NAY 
of the South ſea as he had pzomiſed the Emperour. And fin- 
ding two ſhips readie, he went into them, and ſailed to tte 
hauen of Xaliſco, where he would haue taken in water and 
wood: but Nunnez de Guſman cauſed him to be reſiſted, and 
ſo he went fozward: but ſomeof his men mutined again 
him, and he put them all into one of the ſhips, and ſent them 
backe into New Spaine. They wanted water, and going fo 
take ſome in the bay of the Vanderas, the ladians killed them. 
But Diego Hurtado ſailed 200. leagues along the coaſt, yet 
did nothing woꝛth the writing. 

In the yere 1537. Francis Piſarro went from the citie of , 
Tumbes to Caxamalca, where he toke the king Attabalipa, 3 
who pꝛomiſed fo2 his ranſome much gold and ſiluer: and to 
ich it there went to the citie ol Cuſco ſtanding in 17. 
degrees on the South ſide Peter de Varco, and Ferdinando de 
Sotto, who diſconered that iourney being 200. leagues all 
cauſies of ſtone, and bꝛidges was made of it, and from one 
tourney to another, lodgings made fo2 the Yngas : foz ſo they.

where Peter Aluarado found mountaines full of ſnow, and ſo 
cold, that 70.ofhis men were froſen to death. When he came 
vnto Quito, he began toinhabiteit, and named it S. Francis. 
In this countrep there is plentie of wheate, barlie, cattell and 


S plants of Spaine, which is very ſtrange. Piſarro went ſtraight

In this ſame yeare 1 5 34. a Briton called Iaques Cartier 
with thꝛer ſhips went to the land of Cortercalis, and the Bay 
of Saios Laurence, otherwile called Golto Quadrato, and fell 
in 48. degrees and an halfe towards the nozth 3 and ſo he ſat- 
led till he came vnto 51.degres hoping to haue paſſed that 
way to China, and to b2ingthenced2ugs and other marchan- 
diſe into France. Che next yare after he made another voiage 
into thoſe partes, and found tte countrey abounding with 
victuailes,houſes and god habitations, with many and grrat 
riaers. Me ſailed in one riuer toward the ſouthweſt 300. 
leagues, andnamed the countrey thereabout Noua Francia: 
at length finding the water freſh he percetucd he could not 
paſſe thzough to the Seuth ſea, and hauing wintered in thole 
parts, the next pœre following he returned uito Frant e. 

In the pere 1535 ob in the beginning of the pere 6. 
Don Autonie de Mcndcga came unto the citie of Mexico as 
Uicerop

tepec which he had made readje. There went as captaines 
in them Feraando de Gryalua, and Diego Bezerra de Men- 
doga,and foz pilots there went a Portugal named Acoſta, and 
the other Fortunio Ximenez a Biſcaine.

Fortunio Ximenez killed his captaine 
Bezerra and hurt many of his confederacie : and then he 
went on land to take water and wod in the Bay of Santa plaia de Santa 
Cruz, but the Indians there ſiue him, and aboue 20. of his c 
companie. Two mariners which were in the boate eſcaped, 
and went vnto Naliſco, and told Nunnes de Guſman that they 
had found tokens of pearles: he went into the ſhip, and ſo 
went to ſeeke the pearles, he diſcouered along the coaſt aboue 
u yo. leagues. They ſaid that Ferdinando de Grijalua ſailed 
thꝛe hund ed leagues from Te coantepec without ſæing any 
land, but onely one Alland which he named The Ille of Saint rhe ide of 5. 
Thomas, becauſe he tame vnto it on that Saunts dap: it ſtan⸗ =* * 
deth in ꝛ0.degries of latitude.

Be that went far theſt 
was one frier Marke de Nizza, who paſſed thꝛough Culua- 
can, and came fa the pꝛouince of Sibola, where he found ſeuen 
cities: and the farther he went, the richer he ſound the coun⸗ 
trie of gold, ſiluer, pꝛecious ſtones, and ſhape bea: ing very 
fine wol. Apon the fame of this welth the vicerop don Anto- 
nio de Mendogaand Cortes, determined to ſend a power thi- 
ther. But when they could not agree thereupon Cortes went 
ouer into Spaine inthe pere 1540. where alterward he died.

Vet fo2 all the warre that he had with them, he diſcouered 
much land, and the coaſt of the ſea toward the ſoutheatt, till 
he came into 40.degrecs and moꝛe in latitude.UWhile he was 
in theſe diſcoueries hs heard newes of a king called Leucen- 
golina, which commonly bꝛought to the field two hundzed 


thouſand fighting men againſt another king his neighbour, | 
and that this Leucengol na had an Jſland, and a temple he ri- 


s might bg 
temple in 
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therein with two thouſand pꝛieſtes: and that beyond them Cg 


were the Amazoncs, whoſe Queene was called Guanomilla, 
that is fo ſay, The goldeu heauen. But as pet there are none 
of theſe things diſconered. About this time Gomez de Alua- 
rado went to conquer the pzouince of Guanuco: and Francis 
de Chauez went to ſubdue the Conchincos, which troubled 
the ftowne of Tcuxillo, and the countrepes adioyning. Peter 
de Vergara went to the Bracamores, a people dwelling to⸗ 
ward the noꝛth from Quito. Iohn Perez de Vergara went 
againſt the Ciaciapoians: Alfonſus de Mercadiglio went vn- 
to Mulubamba. Ferdinando and Gonzaluo Piſarros went to 
ſubdue Collao, a countrey verp rich in gold. Peter de Candia 
went to the lower part of Collao. Pcranzures alſo went to 
conquer the ſaidcountrey, And thus the Spanyards dilper- 
ſed themſelues, and conquered aboue ſeuen hundzed leagues 
of countrey in a very ſhoꝛt ſpace, though not without great 


trauailes and loſſe of men.

The mountaines Which countrey palle certaine mountaines named the An- 


des, which diuide BraGli from the empire ok the lngas, After 
this maner the mountaines of Taurus and Imaus dinide Aſa 
into two parts: which mountaines begin in 3 6. and 37, de- 
ares of noztherly latitude at the end of the Mediterran (ca 
ouer againſt the Illes of Rhodes and Cyprus, running ſtill 
towards the Calt vnto the ſea of China. And ſo likewiſe the 
mountaines of Atlas in Africa dimde the tawme Moores 
from the blacke Moores which haue frifled haire, beginning 
at mount Mcics about the deſert of Barca, and running along 
vnder the Tropicke of Cancer vnto the Atlanticke Ocean. 
The mountains of the Andes be high, ragged and inſome 
places barren without trees oꝛ graſſe,whereon it raineth and 
ſnoweth moſt commonly. Upon them are windss and ſud- 
den blaſtes; there is likewiſe ſuch ſcarcitie of wod, that they 
make fire of turffes, as they do in Flanders. In ſome pla- 
ces of theſe mountaines and countries the earth is of diuers 
colours, as blacke, white, red, greene, blew, pellow, and vio⸗ 
let, wherewith they die colours without any other mixture. 
From the bottomes of theſe mountaines ſpzingmany ſmall 
and great riuers , pꝛincipallp from the eaſt ſide, as apperreth 
by the riuers ofthe Amazones, of S.Francis,of Plata, aud mas 
ny others which runne thꝛough the countrep of Braſil, being 
larger then thoſe of Peru, oz thoſe of Caſtilia del oro. There 
grow on theſe mountaines many turneps, rapes, and other 
ſuch like rotes and herbes. Onethere is like vnto Aipo 02 
Rue which beareth a pellow flower, and healeth all kinde of 
rotten (02es.and if you apply it vnto whole and cleane fleſh it 
will eate it vnto the bone: fothat it is god fo; the vnſound 
and naught fo; the whole. | 

They ſay there be in tbeſe mountains tigers,lions,beares, 
wolaes,wilde cats,fores, Dantes, Dunces,hogs and dere: 
birdes as wellrauenous as others, and the moſt part of them 
are blacke, as vnder the Noth both beaſts 4 birdes be white. 
Alfo there be great 4 terrible ſnakes which deſtroied a whole 
armie ot thelngas paſſing that way, vet they ſay that an olde 
woman did inchant them in ſuch ſozt that they became = 
Lentie, 
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gentle, chat a man fif vpon one of them. The ceuntrey 
of Peru adioining vnto the mountaines of Andes weſtward 
toward the ſea and containing r 5.03 20. leagues in bꝛedth is 
all of very hot ſand, pet frech, bꝛinging foꝛth many god tres 
and fruites becauſe it is well watered: where there growe 
abundance of flags, ruſhes, herbes, and tries ſo lender and 
loſe, that laying pour hands vpon them the leaues will fall 
off, And among theſe herbes and freſh flowers the men and 


women liue and abide without any houſes oz bedding, even 


as the cattell doe in the fields: and ſome of them haue failes, 
They be grofſe,and weare long haire. They haue no beards, 
pet haue they diners languages. . 

Thoſe which liue on the tops of theſe mountains of Andes 
betwerne the cold and the heate fo; the moſt part be blinde of 
one eie, and ſome altogether blinde, and ſcarce you ſhall finde 
two men of them together, but one of them is halfe blinde. 
Alſo there groweth in theſe fields, notwithſtanding the great 
heateof the ſand god Paiz,and Potatos and an herbe which 
they name Coca, which they carrie continuallp in their 


mouthes (as in the Eaſt India thep vſe another herbe named an herbe names 


Cocav hich fa- 


Betele) which alſo(they ſay) ſatiſfiethboth hunger and thirſf, <5 = 
Allo there are other kindes of graines and rotes whereon ad churt. * 


they feede. Pozeouer there is plentie of wheate,barly,millet, 
vines,and fruitful frees, which are bzought out of Spaine and 
planted there. Foz all theſe things pꝛoue well jn this coun- 
trep, becauſe it is ſo commodfouſly watered, 

Alfo they ſow much cotton woll, which of nature is white, 
red, blacke, greene, pellolo, oꝛange tawnie, and of diuers other 
colours. 

Likewiſe they affirme, that from Tumbez ſouthward it 
doth neither raine, thunder, no2 lighten, fo2 the ſpace of fiue 
hundꝛed leagues ofland but at ſome times there falleth ſome 
littie ſhower. Alſo it is repoꝛted, that from umbez to Chili 
there bꝛeꝛde no peacocks, hennes, cocks, no eagles, falcons, 
hankes, kites, noz any other kinde of rauening fowles, and 
pet there are of them in all other regions and countreies: but 
there are many duckes, gerſe, herons, pigeons, partriges, 
quailes, and many other kindes of birdes. There are allo a 
certaine kinde of fowle like vnto a ducke which hath no 
wings toflie withall, but it yath * thinne leathers "ow

couer all the body. Likewiſe there art bitters that make war 
with the ſeale oz ſea wolfe : fo2 finding them ont of the water 
they will labour to picke ont their eies, that they may not ſee 
A to get to the water againe and then they doe killthem They 
3 ſap it is a pleaſant ſight to behold the fight betweene the ſaid 
2 bitters and ſeales. Uith the beards of theſe ſcales men make 

tleane their toeth,becauſe they be wholeſome fo2 the tothach. 
There are certaine beaſtes which thoſe of the countrey call 
— hem << * Yacos,and the Spanyards ſherpe becauſe they bearc wall like 
-ca:cypon Unto aſhepe, but are made much like vnto a deere, hauing a 
- a ſaddle backe like vnto a camell. They will carrie the bur⸗ 
teen of 100, weight. The Spanyzrds ride vpon them, and 
when they be wearie they will tarne their heads backward, 
and void out of their mout;es a wonderful ſtinking water. 
From the riuer of Piara and Lima ſouthward there bza«de 
no crocodiles no; ltzards, no ſnakes, noꝛ any kinde of venc 
mous vermine, but great ſtoze of god fiſhes bzade in thoſe 
rivers. On the coaſt of Saint Michael in The South ſea there 
are many rocks of ſalt coucred with egges. On the point of 
Saint Helena are certaine Well ſpzings which caſt fw2th a 
liquoꝛ, that ſerueth in ſtead of pitch and tarre. They ſay that 
in Chin there is a fountaine, the water whereof will conuert 
wod into ſtone. Jn the hauen of Truxillo there is a lake of 
freſh water, andthe bottome thereofis of god hard ſalt. Jn 
the Andes beyond Xauxa there is a riuer of freſh water, in the 
bottome whereof there lieth white ſalt. Alſo they affirme by 
the repoꝛt of thoſe of the tountrep, that there haue dwelt gi- 
ants in Peru, of whoſe ſtatures they found in Porto vic jo, and 
in ths hauen of Truxillo, bones and iawes with teeth, which 
were thꝛer and flower fingers long. 
ene In the pate 1540. the captaine Ferdivando Alorchon 
ths went by the commandement of the Hiceroy Don Antonio de 
Mevdoga with two ſhips to diſcouer the bottame of the gulle 
af Calitorma, and diuers other countrics. 
In this peere 1540. Goolaluo Piſarro went out of the cifie 
of Quito to diſcouer the countrey of Cancll oz Cinamome, a 
thing of great fame in that countrey. Ye had with him two 
bundzed Spaoyards hoꝛſemen and fatemen, and th:& hun⸗ 
"ma 8 dꝛed [nd1ans to carrie burthens. Ne went foꝛ ward til he tame 
; to Guixos, which is the fartheſt place gouerned by the - on : 
ere 
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where there happened a great earthquake with raine and 
lightning, which ſunke 0. houſes. They paſſed ouer cold and 
ſnowie hils, where they found many Indians frozen to death, 
maruelling much of the great ſnowe that they found vnder 


the Equinogzall line. From hence they went to a pꝛouinte 


called Comaco, where they tarried two monethes becauſe it c 


rained continually. And beyond they ſawe the Cinamome- 


tres, which be very great, the leaves thereofrefembling ba e. 


letues, both leaues, bꝛanches, rotes, and all taſtingof Cina- 
mome. The rotes haue the whole taſte of Cinamome. But 
the beſt are certaine knops like vnto Alcornoques oz acoznes, 


which are god marchandiſe. It apperreth to be wilde Cina- wd. C amo 
mome, and there is much of it in the Eatt Indies, and in the _ Iſlands of 


Iſlands of lava 02 laua. 


From hence they went to the pꝛouinte and citieof Coca, coca 


where they reſted fifty daies. From that place fozwards they 
frauailed along by a riuers ſide being 60.leagues long, with- 
out finding of any bzidge, no2 pet any ſoꝛde to paſſe ouer to 
the ofher ſide. They found one place of this riuer, where it 


had a fall of 200, fathoms d#pe, where the water made ug 


ſuch anoiſe, that it wonld make a man almoſt dcafe to ſtand 
by it. And not far beneath this fall, they ſay they found a cha⸗ 


nell of ſtone very (moth, of two hundꝛed fote b2oad, and the 
. river runneth by: and there they made a bꝛidge fo paſſe oucr 
on the other ſide, where they went to a countrey called Guc- On. 


wa, which was ſo poꝛe, that they could get nothing to eate 
but onely fruits and herbes. From that place fo: ward they 
found a people of ſome realen, wearing certaine clothing 
made of cotton woll, where they made a bzigandine, e there 
they found alſo certaine Canoas, wherein they put their ſicke 
men, and their treaſure and beſt apparell, giuuig the charge 
of thein to one Francis de Orellana: and Gonſaluo Pizarro 
went by land with the reſt of the companie along by the rt- 
vers ſide, and at night went into the boates, and they trauai⸗ 
led in this oꝛder two hund: ed leagues as it appareth. When 
Pxarro came to the place where he thought to finte the b21- 
gandine and Canoas, and could haue no ſigyt of them noz yet 
heare of them, he thought himſelfe out of all hope, becauſe he

where there was a king very rich, that did wozthip a croſſe | 

efgolde, and the picture of the quene of Heauen. They in⸗ 

dured many extremities in this tourney, and the Indians fled 

away from them, and in one mo2ning they found thictie of 

their hoꝛſes dead. From Cicuic they went to Quiuira, Which ce 

was twohundzed leagues off, acco2ding to their account, = 

paſſing all thzough a plaine countrey , and making by the 

wap certaine hillocks of cowe dung, becauſe thereby they 

might not loſe their way in their returne. They had there 

haile ſtones as bigge as D2zanges.

places, becauſe the men and women goe in herds with their 
caftell, whereof they haue great plentie, euen as the Arabian: 
do in Batbarie, and they remaue from place to place, euen ag 
1 the ſeaſon ſerueth, and the paſtures to fade their cattle, Jn 
an theſe parts are certaine beaſts almoſt as bigge as hc;ſes, 
they haue very great hoznes, and they beare wall like vnto 
thepe,and ſo the Spaniards call them. They haue abundance 
of oren verie monſtrous, being camel backed, and hauing 
long beards,and on their necke long manes like vnto holes. 
They live with cating of theſe oxen and d2inking of their 
. blod , and apparell themſelues with the ſkins of the ſame, 
The moſt part of the fleſh that they do eate is rawe, oꝛ euill 
roſted, fo2 they lacke pots to ſerth it in. They tut their meat 
with certaine kniues made of flint fone. Their fruife are 
| damſons, haſel- nuts, walnuts, melons, grapes, pines, and 
| . mulbertes. There be dogges ſo bigge, that one of them alone 
bak Will hold a bull, though he be neuer ſo wilde. When they re- 
moue, theſe dogs do carrie their childꝛen, wiues, and ſtuffe 
vpon their backes, and they arc able to carrie fiftie pound 
waight. J paſſe ouer ntany things, becauſe the ozder which 
J follow will not permit me to be long. 
In theyere of our Lo2d 1542. one Diego de Freitas being 
inthe realme of Siam, and in citie of Dodra as captaine of a 
ſhip, there fled from him thzc& Portugals in alunco(which is 
a kind of ſhip) towards China. Their names were Antony 
de Mota, Francis Z eimoro, and Antony Pexoto, bireding 
their courſe to the citie of Liampo, ſtanding in 30. and odde 
degrees of latitude. There fell vpon their ſterne ſuch a ſlozme, 
that it ſet them off the land, and in fewe daies they ſawe an 
| Jfland towards the eaſt ſtanding in 3 2 degrees, which they 
eee. do name lapan, which ſemeth to be the Ille of Z ipangri, 
55 whereof Paulus Venetus maketh mention, andof the riches 
nv eng And this Alland of Iapan hath gold, ſiluer, and other 
riches.

They ſet 
ſailefrom the hauen ol Natiuidad ſtanding in 20. degrees to · 
wards thenozth,vpon All Saints eue, and ſhaped their courſe 
towards the weft, They had ſight ofthe Auland of S. Thomas, *. Thomas, 
which Hernando de Grijalua had diſcouered, and beyond in 
17. degrees they had fight of another land which they na⸗ 
med La Nublada, that is, The cloudie and. From thence 1. W. 
they went to another Jland named Roca partida, that is, Noc Pant 
The clouen Nocke. The 3. of December they found certain 
Baxos 0; flates of fire oꝛ ſeuen fathoms deepe. Che 15. of the * 
ſame moneth they had ſight of the Alands, which Die go de 
Roca, and Gomez de Sequeira, and Aluaro de Saauedra had 
diſconered, and named them Los Reyes, becauſe they came lo- Ney 
vnto them on Twelfe day. And beyond them they found other 
Jflands in 10. degrees all ſtanding round, and in the midſt 
ol them they came to an anker, where they toke freſh water 
and wod. 

In the ſame pitre 1542. Don Diego de Almagro was

In the verre 1543. in Jannarie they departed from the 
foeſaid Jflands with all the flerte, and had ſight of certaine

In the pere 1 545-t in the moneth of Januarie Rui Lopez 
de villa Lobos, and Giraldo with the Caſtilians came to the 
Alland of Moro, and the citie of Cawmafo, where they were 
well receiued of the kings of Gilolo and Tidore, and of the 
people ofthe countrey ( becauſe Antony Galuano was gone) 
and put the captaine Don George de Caſtro to great trouble, 
as appered by thoſe things which paſſed betwene him and 
= Portugals, and the great expences whereunto he put the 

:treſſe. 

In the ſame ptere 1545. Rui Lopez de villa Lobos ſent 
from the Alland of T:dorc another ſhip towards New Spaine 
by the ſouth ſide of the line, wherein was captaine one Inigo 
Orte de Rorha, and foz pilot one laſpar Rico. They (ailed to 
the ceaft of Os Papuas, and ranged all along the ſame, and 
becauſe they knew not that Saauedra had bene there befoze, 
they chalenged the honoz and fame of that diſcouerie.And be- 
cauſe the people there were blacke and had friſled haire, they 
named it Nueua Guinea. Foz the memozie of, Saaucdra ag 
then was almoſt loſt , as all things elſe do fall into oblinion, 
which are not tecoꝛded, and illuſtrated by wzitina. 

In this peere 1545. and in the moneth of June, there 
went a lunk from the citie of Borneo, wherein went a Por- 
rugall called Peter Fidalgo, and by contrary windes he was 
dꝛiuen towards thenozth 3 where he founde an Alland ſtan⸗ 
ding in 9.02 1 0,degrees, that ſtretchedit ſelfe ta 22. degrees of 
latitude, which is called The Idle of the Lugones, becauſe the 
inhabitants thereof were ſo named. Jt maꝝ haue ſomeother 
name and harbozowes, which as pet we know not: it runy 
neth from the nozth vnto the ſouthweſt, aud ſtandeth be⸗ 
tweene Mindanao and China. They ſay they ſailed along by 
it 250.leagues, vhere the land was fruitfull and well coue- 
red,and they affirme, that there they will giue * 
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ſhipping, and as it appered they ſailed nozthward along the

From 
this lande of Moſcone eaſtward you faile vnto Tartary, 
and at the farther end of it ſtandeth the countrey and pꝛo⸗ 
uince of China. Jt is ſaid that betwene China and Tartary 
there is a wall aboue 200. leagues in length, fanding nere 
vnto 50.degrees of latitude. 

Now J gather v all the pꝛecedent diſcoueries, that the 
whole earth is in circuite 3 Go. degries acto ding to the Geo- 
metrie thereof; and fo euery degree the ancient wzifers al- 
low 17. leagues g a halfe, which amount vnto 6300.leagues 
pet J take it that euerie degree is iuſt I 7,leagues, Yowſo- 
euer it be, all is diſcouered and ſailed from the eaſt vnto the 
weſt almoſt even as the ſunne compalleth it : but from the 
ſouth to the noꝛth there is great differente; foz towardes the 
noꝛth pole there is found diſcouered no moze then 77. 0278, 
degrees, which come to 13 26. leagues: and towards the 
ſouth pole there is diſcouered from the Equinoctiall fo x5 2. 
02 53.degres, that is, to the ſtreit which Magellan paſſed 
through, which amounteth to about 900, leagues and put- 
ting both theſe ſaide maine ſums togither, they amount to 
2226, leagues. Now take ſo many out of 6; oo. leagues, 
there remaineth as pet vndiſcouered nozth and ſouth abous 


the ſpace of 4000.leagues. 
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
